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Appreciations: with an Essay on Style. By

Ir is now sixteen years since Mr. Pater’s 
first and, until now, only volume of criticism 
appeared—the ‘Studies in the History of 
the Renaissance,’ as it was called. Entirely 
individual, the spontaneous outcome of 
@ rare temperament, it had many affinities 
with the poetic and pictorial art of Rossetti, 
Mr. Swinburne, and Mr. Burne Jones, just 
then exciting special curiosity, and seems to 
have been taken as the critical manifesto 
of the so-called ‘‘zsthetic” school. And, 
indeed, it may be very well compared, as 
artistic prose, with the poetry of Rossetti— 
as fine, as careful, as aew a thing as that, 
and with something of the same exotic 
odour about it—a savour, in this case, of 
French soil, a Watteau grace and lightness. 
Here was criticism as a fine art, in prose 
which one lingered over as over poetry— 
modulated prose which made the splendours 
of Mr. Ruskin seem exaggerated, and by 
the side of which the neatness of Matthew 
Arnold looked finikin, the orchestration of 
Oarlyle sounded strident. The subject- 
matter of the book was as novel to most 
English readers as its form. By its way 
of proposing it, it made criticism something 
it had never precisely been before. ‘The 
zsthetic critic, then,” we were told in the 
preface, 

“regards all the objects with which he has to 
do, all works of art, and the fairer forms of 
nature and human life, as powers or forces pro- 
ducing pleasurable sensations, each of a more or 
less peculiar and unique kind. This influence 
he feels, and wishes to explain, analysing it, and 
reducing it to its elements. To him, the picture, 
the landscape, the engaging personality in life or 
in a book, ‘La Gioconda,’ the hills of Carrara, 
Pico of Mirandola, are valuable for their virtues, 
48 we say, in speaking of a herb, a wine, a gem ; 
for the property each has of affecting one with a 
special, a unique, impression of pleasure.” 
Such, briefly, were the principles under- 
lying the singularly subtle valuations of 
Leonardo, Botticelli, Joachim du Bellay, and 
the others who made up this first volume 
of criticism; such, still, are the principles 
underlying the second volume, itself com- 
posed at many periods, which in its collected 
form comes to us to-day, under the title of 
‘Appreciations’ a word occurring very 
often in the essays, and used, evidently, 





in the sense of the French appréciation, a 
weighing, a valuing, more even than in the 
general English sense of valuing highly. 
It is appropriate, however, in that sense too, 
from a quality of the criticism about which 
we shall have something to say later. 

We have quoted from the preface to the 
‘Renaissance’ volume a statement of Mr. 
Pater’s ideal in criticism, and that state- 
ment may be supplemented by another, to 
be found in the essay on Wordsworth— 
perhaps the finest of Mr. Pater’s critical 
essays :— 

‘* What special sense does Wordsworth exer- 
cise, and what instincts does he satisfy? What 
are the subjects and the motives which in him 
excite the imaginative faculty? What are the 
qualities in things and persons which he values, 
the impression and sense of which he can convey 
to others, in an extraordinary way ?” 

Such an ideal is far enough from the old 
theory, not yet extinct, which may be stated 
in the words of Edgar Poe, who tells us 
that, 

‘* while the critic is permitted to play, at times, 
the part of the mere commentator—while he is 
allowed, by way of merely interesting his readers, 
to put in the fairest light the merits of his 
author—his legitimate task is still, in pointing 
out and analyzing defects, and showing how the 
work might have been improved, to aid the 
general cause of letters, without undue heed of 
the individual literary men.” 

Poe energetically protests against the more 
merciful (and how infinitely more fruitful !) 
principles of Goethe, who held that what it 
concerns us to know about a work or a 
writer are the merits, not the defects, of 
man or thing. Mr. Pater certainly carries 
this theory to its furthest possible limits, 
and may aimost be said never, except by 
implication, to condemn anything. But then 
the force of this implication is immense, 
testifying to a fastidiousness far in excess 
of that shown by the more generally un- 
favourable critics. Is it necessary to say 
that one dislikes a thing? It is possible to 
ignore it, and Mr. Pater ignores all that 
does not come up to his very exacting stan- 
dard, contenting himself with writing about 
the residue. And here there is a curious 
point to note. ‘It was thus,” we are told 
of Gaston de Latour in one of the chapters 
of that beautiful ‘‘ First Book,” as one sup- 
poses, of a romance as yet unfinished—“ it 
was thus Gaston understood the poetry of 
Ronsard, generously expanding it to the full 
measure of its intention.” That is precisely 
what Mr. Pater does in his criticisms, in 
which one might almost say there is as 
much creation as criticism. He has a 
quite unique faculty of seeing, through 
all the imperfections which must en- 
cumber all mortal endeavour, the perfect 
work, the work as the artist saw it, as he 
strove to make it, as he failed, in his 
measure, quite adequately to achieve it. 
Disengaging the better from the baser 
elements, he seizes thus upon what is 
fundamental, getting at the true root of the 
matter, and leaving all the rest out of the 
question. The essay on Wordsworth is cer- 
tainly the very best example of this, for it 
has fallen to the lot of Wordsworth to suffer 
more than most at the hands of interpreters. 
Here, at last, is a critic who can see ir him 
‘a poet somewhat bolder and more pas- 
sionate than might at first sight be supposed, 
but not too bold for true poetical taste; an 


unimpassioned writer, you might sometimes 
fancy, yet thinking the chief aim, in life 
and art alike, to be a certain deep emotion”; 
one whose “ words are themselves thought 
and feeling’; ‘‘a master, an expert, in the 
art of impassioned contemplation.” Often 
in one vivid phrase one is brought to realize 
a whole temperament or artistic procedure. 
Of Rossetti, for instance, and the surcharged 
intensity of his style, how revealing are these 
words: ‘‘To him life is a crisis at every 
moment.” Take again this passage, from 
0 — beautiful essay on Charles 
amb :— 


“The writings of Charles Lamb are an excel- 
lent illustration of the value of reserve in litera- 
ture. Below his quiet, his quaintness, his 
humour, and what may seem the slightness, the 
occasional or accidental character of his work, 
there lies, as I said at starting, as in his life, a 
genuinely tragic element. The gloom, reflected 
at its darkest in those hard shadows of ‘ Rosa- 
mund Gray,’ is always there, though not always 
realised either for himself or his readers, and 
restrained always in utterance. It gives to those 
lighter matters on the surface of life and litera- 
ture among which he for the most part moved, 
a wonderful force of expression, as if at any 
moment these slight words and fancies might 
pierce very far into the deeper soul of things. 
In his writing, as in his life, that quiet is not 
the low-flying of one from the first drowsy by 
choice, and needing the prick of some strong 
passion or worldly ambition, to stimulate him 
into all the energy of which he is capable ; but 
rather the reaction of nature, after an escape 
from fate, dark and insane as in old Greek 
tragedy, following upon which the sense of mere 
relief becomes a kind of passion, as with one 
who, having narrowly escaped earthquake or 
shipwreck, finds a thing for grateful tears in 
just sitting quiet at home, under the wall, till 
the end of days.” 


Reading these essays, one feels, over and 
over again, if Lamb and Wordsworth, if 
Shakspeare, if Sir Thomas Browne, could 
come to life again and read what has here 
been written about them, would they not 
say: ‘‘ Here is a man who understands just 
what I meant to do, what was almost too 
deep in me for expression, and would have, 
I knew, to be divined—who sees what is 
best in my work, just where I /fel¢ it was 
best”? With this writer criticism means 
sympathy, and sympathy with him is a key 
that opens all locks. 

Is not this sympathy, it was asked on the 
publication of the Renaissance studies, after 
all somewhat limited? No one can think 
that after reading the first and the last 
essay in the present volume. The one, an 
‘Essay on Style,’ coming with all the 
authority of so fine a master of it, and the 
other, a discussion of the question of what 
is classical and what romantic in literature, 
show, both of them, a remarkable breadth 
and catholicity. One cannot but think, 
indeed, that Mr. Pater’s outlook is larger 
to-day than it was sixteen years ago; or 
perhaps he has only given utterance to what 
was really latent from the first. The ten- 
dency, certainly, in his style has been towards 
emancipation, breadth, ‘ naturalness,”’ just 
in the same way as Rossetti’s style deve- 
loped in the period between the composition 
of the earlier and the later sonnets. In both 
cases there is something lost, something to 
regret. In the later style of Mr. Pater there 
is less sensuousness, a. severer ordering and 





ornament, more of what he calls ‘‘ mind in 
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style,” more freedom also; and if we get 
no more passages like that one on Monna 
Lisa, like other perfect pages of the earlier 
book, we get passages like this, in which 
there is an organ note unheard till now :— 

‘Tt is on the quality of the matter it informs 
or controls, its compass, its variety, its alliance 
to great ends, or the depth of the note of revolt, 
or the largeness of hope in it, that the greatness 
of literary art depends, as ‘ The Divine Comedy,’ 
‘ Paradise Lost,’ ‘ Les Misérables,’ ‘The English 
Bible,’ are great art. Given the conditions I 
have tried to explain as constituting good art ;— 
then, if it be devoted further to the increase of 
men’s happiness, to the redemption of the op- 
pressed, or the enlargement cf our sympathies 
with each other, or to such presentment of new 
or old truth about ourselves and our relation to 
the world as may ennoble and fortify us in our 
sojourn here, or immediately, as in Dante, to 
the glory of God, it will be also great art; if, 
over and above those qualities I summed up as 
mind and soul—that colour and mystic perfume, 
and that reasonable structure—it has something 
of the soul of humanity in it, and finds its 
logical, its architectural place, in the great 
structure of human life,” 

There, in an essay on style, really prac- 
tical and ful! of good counsel, is an illus- 
tration of one kind of method in style, the 
‘long - contending, victoriously intricate 
sentence......the sort of sentence in which, 
if you look closely, you can see much con- 
trivance, much adjustment, to bring a 
highly qualified matter into compass at one 
view.” Elsewhere we may find illustra- 
tions of the “ blithe, crisp sentence, decisive 
as a child’s expression of its needs......the 
sentence, born with the integrity of a single 
word.” Indeed, it might be profitable to 
go over the volume, finding at every step 
some admirable example of quality after 
quality of good style, pointed out in that 
introductory essay. In his study of Charles 
Lamb, Mr. Pater speaks of “ the student of 
literature asa fine art.” That is what he 
himself is; but he is more than that. He 
is a critic who has made a fine art of criti- 
cism itself. His criticism—abounding in 
the close and strenuous qualities of really 
earnest judgment, grappling with his sub- 
ject as if there were nothing to do but that, 
the ‘‘ fine writing ” in it being largely mere 
conscientiousness in providing a subtle and 
delicate matter with words as subtle and 
delicate— is, in effect, written with as 
scrupulous a care, with as much artistic 
finish, as any imaginative work whatever 
—being indeed, in a sense in which, 
perhaps, no other critical work is, imagina- 
tive work itself. 








Popular County Histories. — A History of 
Warwickshire. By Sam Timmins, F.S.A. 
(Stock.) 

Tue author of a popular one-volume history 

of the county of Warwick has at the 

onset to contend with a serious difficulty. 

For its size, the central county of Eng- 

land has a far more eventful history 

than many of our inland English shires. 

The history of a county that has Warwick 

and Kenilworth, Stratford and Coventry, 

to say nothing of the brand - new city of 

Birmingham, within its bounds—that was 

the centre of the great baronial fights of the 

thirteenth century, the scene of the magni- 
ficent reception of the virgin queen in the 


sixteenth, the home of the chief conspira- | 





tors of the Gunpowder Plot, and includes 
the site of the first pitched battle of the 
Great Rebellion—that gave birth to Shak- 
speare, Dugdale, Samuel Butler, David Cox, 
Walter Savage Landor, and George Eliot 
—the history, we say, of such a county 
cannot but be embarrassing from the very 
multitude of its riches. The plan that Mr. 
Timmins has adopted in dealing with this 
eminently historic county, in which he has 
no mean reputation as a Birmingham anti- 
quary, is to divide the space allotted to him 
into ten sections, dealing respectively with 
general history, legends, topography, physio- 
graphy and geology, zoology and botany, 
archeology, biography, folk-lore and dialect, 
castles and mansions, cities and towns. The 
fourth and fifth of these sections ought to 
have no distinctive place in a work of this 
character. Not even the art of the most 
ingenious compiler or abbreviator can 
render in any way attractive a score or 
two of pages on the botany or geology of 
some nine hundred square miles of the 
surface of thickly populated England. The 
papers and handbooks from which Mr. 
Timmins quotes or condenses, with all due 
acknowledgment, must be consulted at 
first hand by all students, even the most 
elementary, on such subjects, whilst for the 
general readers these excerpts are but the 
driest of dry bones. Had these chapters 
been omitted how much more space would 
there have been for that which really per- 
tains to the popular history of a county! 
More graphic details, full of local colouring, 
not from the pen of the romance writer, but 
from the careful chronicler of that which 
must perforce escape the pen of the compiler 
of national history, could then have been 
given of the many changing scenes of Eng- 
lish history that made their special home on 
the soil of Warwickshire. An opportunity 
has surely been lost of bringing vividly 
before a Warwickshire literary public the 
stories of the flight of Simon de Montfort, 
of the execution of Piers Gaveston, of the 
great medizeval disputes between the monks 
of Coventry and the canons of Lichfield, of 
the battle of Edgehill and the eventful 
progress of the Civil War, of the Priestley 
riots, of the great Birmingham meetings 
that helped to make the two Reform Bills 
of the present century, and of the now his- 
toric gatherings of the agricultural labourers 
under Joseph Arch in the villages of Barford 
and Wellesbourne. 

Perhaps, however, no small part of our 
complaint as to the present volume should 
in fairness be laid at the door of the editor 
or publisher of this series, for surely if we 
are to have a series of uniformly bound and 
nicely printed readable-looking volumes 
called ‘‘ Popular County Histories,” they 
should be based on some definite plan; but, if 
our recollection serves us right, the three or 
four volumes already issued follow totally 
different lines. Is it not also a mistake to 
give nearly a third of these three hundred 
pages to a biographical section, which 
mentions so many names that everything is 
too scanty, and which could so much better 
be studied in Colvile’s handsome quarto 
entitled ‘Worthies of Warwickshire,’ pub- 
lished in 1869? In this section Mr. Timmins 
tells us that Walter Savage Landor was for 
many years regarded as an English classic. 
We thought he was still so regarded, and

Another peculiarity of this volume is 
that in different places two quite different 
and not always harmonious accounts of the 
leading castles and manor houses of War- 
wickshire are given. It is certainly amus- 
ing and remarkable to find in one brief 
book two descriptions of Kenilworth, Tam- 
worth, Compton Wynyates, Baddesley 
Clinton, and other historic buildings. If 
space permitted, it would be not a little 
edifying to present them in parallel columns. 

Nevertheless, after all this complaining— 
and our quarrel is more with the arrangement 
and method of the book than with its actual 
matter—it is but fair to admit that Mr. 
Timmins has done good service for all those 
interested in the county of Shakspeare by 
bringing into one pleasant volume a useful 
compendium of facts and details. But Mr. 
Timmins has a pretty pen, and we grudge 
the time he has given to this Gradgrind 
publication when he might have given us a 
really popular history. In the first section 
only does he allow himself any freedom, and 
he does so with good result. 








English Men of Action —Lord Strafford. By 
H. D. Traill. (Macmillan & Co.) 


WE regret that Mr. Traill should again 
have undertaken a work whose due per- 
formance requires qualities which, distin- 
guished as he is in other departments of 
literature and thought, he has not hitherto 
shown himself to possess; and that the 
opportunity should have been lost of secur- 
ing a worthy picture of one of the greatest 
figures, and certainly the most tragic figure, 
in the stately drama of the English Revolu- 
tion. 

It is only fair to speak more definitely. 
We have a right to expect—but here, as in 
the ‘Shaftesbury ’ and ‘ William III.,’ we are 
unable to discern it—that patient attention 
to detail which is the first requisite for 
success in biography. Mr. Traill appears 
to stand aside from the people of whom he 
writes, in an attitude, indeed, of scrutiny, 
but with half-closed eyes. He is driven to 
remedy as best he may the defects which 
accompany imperfect observation by assump- 
tions and special pleading, by facile com- 
position, by a confidence of tone which might 
deceive the very elect. Mr. Harrison, we 
are told, has committed grave grammatical 
improprieties in his brilliant, passionate 
monograph on Cromwell. If Mr. Traill 
would but be as careful of his facts as he 
is of his language, we could forgive him if 
he were as careless of his language as he is 
of his facts. 

Mr. Traill’s investigation falls naturally 
into two parts: the account of all that hap- 
pened up to and including the famous 
‘‘ apostasy,” and all that happened after it. 
It is the former part which gives interest 
to his book, for there alone are the episodes 
which invite serious controversy; and it is 
to this that we desire to confine the remarks 
which we have already felt it our duty to 
make. Mr. Traill’s treatment of the ‘‘ apos- 
tasy’’ is almost flippant. Mr. S. R. Gardiner, 
to whom Strafford and his contemporaries 
have been the study ofa lifetime, has traced 
their course day by day, debate by de- 
bate; and we all know the results of one of 
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the most trenchant analyses that historical 
writing affords. To refute his conclusions 
might seem no trivial task. ‘‘A man,” 
says Touchstone, ‘‘may, if he were of a 
fearful heart, stagger in the attempt.” 
Not so Mr. Traill. He brushes it all lightly 
aside as not “plausible”; and he offers us 
instead, as possessing far more plausibility, 
the theory that Wentworth “ placed him- 
self at the head of the Parliamentarian 
party in the session of 1628 with the de- 
liberate intent of making himself trouble- 
some to the king and his advisers, and 
wringing from their fears the preferment 
which he had failed to obtain from their 
good will.” If Mr. Traill is right, Mr. 
Gardiner is wrong. A proposition, there- 
fore, which would on other grounds scarcely 
attract remark becomes of importance enough 
to merit examination. Having accused 
Wentworth of systematic political depravity, 
Mr. Traill hopes to disarm opposition by 
saying that such conduct was really not so 
base afterall; that this explanation “is not 
the least creditable’’—and this with Mr. 
Gardiner’s theory before him—‘‘of the 
accounts of his conduct in 1628.” Besides, 
he says, people who live in glass houses 
should not throw stones: ‘It hardly lies in 
the mouths of the present generation of 
politicians to pass any very severe censure 
on a mode of political advancement which 
has survived into our own times.” 

With Mr. Traill’s view of political ethics 
we do not care to busy ourselves. But he 
goes on to tell us that his theory is “ strik- 
ingly consistent with all that had gone be- 
fore, and not inconsistent with anything that 
was to follow, in his career.” We will deal 
first with the second clause of this remark- 
able statement. The expedient to the shame 
of which Mr. Traill condemns Wentworth’s 
memory was emphatically the expedient of 
a commonplace man. Does Wentworth’s 
after career fit in with this? The meanness 
which made the fortune of John Churchill 
clung through all the days of his greatness 
to the Duke of Marlborough. Can Mr. 
Traill trace in Strafford the low motive 
which he ascribes to Wentworth? Does 
he really believe that to act the part which 
he assumes Wentworth to have acted in 
1628, and to act the part which afterwards 
he acted, under all fortune, good and evil, 
was consistent ; that treachery and fidelity 
are, in Burke’s words, ‘‘ virtues of the same 
stock”? Is there ‘‘ consanguinity ’’ between 
deliberate deceit on the one hand, and 
defiant masterfulness, unfaltering devotion, 
on the other? A man’s enemies are usually 
the best judges, not, indeed, of his actions 
or his motives, but of whether he be a com- 
monplace man. To Eliot and to Pym Strafford 
may have been the “‘dark-browed apostate ”’; 
but to Eliot and Pym, as to Clarendon, he 
was always a ‘‘ great person.”’ If ever there 
were a man to whom the epithet ‘‘mag- 
nanimous” could be rightfully applied— 
from the moment when he irrevocably chose 
his part till the hour when he laid his head 
upon the block—that man was Strafford ; 
and the high soul of Strafford was incon- 
sistent with the mean temper of Mr. Traill’s 
Wentworth. 

We hold, therefore, that the conduct 
ascribed to Wentworth was inconsistent 
with his after life. Was it consistent with 
that which went before? Mr. Traill’s state- 





ment is that ‘‘ after the abrupt dismissal of 
Wentworth from his judicial post” (he no 
doubt refers to the Justiceship of the Peace, 
though he nowhere says so) “‘,we find Went- 
worth in opposition for the first time” ; and 
again, referring to the letter which he wrote 
to Conway to be placed before Buckingham, 
asking for the Presidentship of the North, 
‘‘He was a petitioner before he became a 
patriot.” If these statements were correct 
Mr. Traill’s charge would stand. But they 
are incorrect, and Mr. Traill ought to have 
known it. 

Wentworth was dismissed on July 8th, 
1626, and the letter to Conway was written 
on January 20th, 1626. Putting aside his 
serious dispute with Buckingham in 1617, we 
find him confronting James I. on December 
15th, 1621, with the outspoken declaration 
that ‘the liberties of Parliament are the 
inheritance of Parliament,” urging the House 
to pass as many Bills as possible, and mov- 
ing that no member leave the town until the 
session is over. On June 21st, 1625, he 
supported a motion for a long adjourn- 
ment of the House, in order to avoid grant- 
ing a supply. On August 10th, 1625, he 
blazed up at the king’s threat that they 
must either give or adjourn; he asserted 
that ‘‘the engagement of a former Parlia- 
ment bindeth not this”; and when Charles 
sent to summon the House for dissolution 
on August 12th, 1625, he insisted upon 
presenting a Protestation in favour of 
grievances and supply going together, be- 
cause ‘‘ we are under the rod and we cannot 
with credit or safety yield.” On November 
7th, 1625, he was made sheriff because he 
wasan opponent. Mr. Traill’s charge there- 
fore breaks down hopelessly on both counts. 

Upon the point at issue Mr. Traill, indeed, 
contradicts himself more than once, espe- 
cially when he says that ‘‘even as early as 
1625 Wentworth was no single-minded or 
disinterested opponent of the court.” If 
words mean anything, these mean that he 
was an opponent (a proposition Mr. Traill 
has already denied), but was not single- 
minded or disinterested. There is no attempt 
whatever to prove the assertion. But Mr. 
Traill finds it ‘impossible to draw any 
other conclusion” because, when Bucking- 
ham made advances to Wentworth and asked 
for his good offices in Parliament, he replied 
that he would be ready “to serve him in 
the quality of an honest man and a gentle- 
man.” If Mr. Traill can suggest a form of 
words by which Wentworth could with 
courtesy have more completely avoided en- 
gaging himself to Buckingham, we shall 
be glad to note it for future use. But, says 
Mr. Traill, ‘‘the treaty was some time later 
ratified by a personal interview.”” What 
treaty ? that which resulted in Wentworth 
being kept out of Parliament by being 
pricked as sheriff, or that which resulted in 
the public disgrace of his dismissa] from 
the bench and the Keepership of the Re- 
cords? 

We will now quote a passage which illus- 
trates what appears to be a total misconcep- 
tion of Wentworth’s political action through- 
out his parliamentary career :— 

‘* A marked change in Wentworth’s political 
attitude now presents itself. The comparatively 
silent member of Parliament of 1625, and the 
Opposition leader open to ‘management’ who 
figured in the Parliament of 1626, has become 





one of the foremost, the ablest, and the most 
active champions of the popular cause in the 
Parliament of 1628.” 

To which we reply, there was no marked 
change; the charge that he was open to 
management is a gratuitous assumption; 
he may have been comparatively silent, but 
Mr. Traill would be at a loss to prove it; 
he never was an Opposition leader in the 
sense in which Eliot was an Opposition 
leader ; he was no more a champion of the 
popular cause in 1628 than in 1625, though 
more active, because the crisis was more 
imminent ; and, finally, the term “ popular 
cause” is misleading. 

The refutation of Mr. Traill’s words is, 
of course, contained in Mr. Gardiner’s re- 
mark that Wentworth was ‘“ with the Oppo- 
sition, but not of it.’ In 1621, while claim- 
ing the liberties of Parliament as the 
inheritance of Parliament, he was doing all 
he could for conciliation; in 1625 a fierce 
passage of arms took place between him 
and Eliot, when the latter denounced him 
as a Catiline; he refused to attack the 
king’s ministers, while he forced on the 
Protestation. On December 25th, 1625, he 
laid down his rule of conduct in these terse 
and vigorous words :— 

** My rule, which I will never transgress, is 
never to contend with the prerogative out of 
Parliament, nor yet to contest with a king but 
when I am constrained thereto, or make ship- 
wreck of my conscience.” 

In 1628, as in 1625, Wentworth was 
thinking throughout, not of the triumph of 
the Parliament over the king, but of how 
the king’s government was to be carried on. 
For this he originated the Petition of Right 
to sweep away the abuses which hindered 
the attainment of that end; for this, on the 
other hand, he upheld the king’s power to 
press men forthe army ; for this he pleaded, 
on April 4th, for a conditional grant of the 
largest sum named, hoping thus to reconcile 
king and Commons; for this, on April 26th, 
he proposed a Bill of Liberties, in which no 
aggressive recital of grievances should find 
a place; and for this he desired to soften 
the denial of the king’s right to committal 
so long as there was an effective Habeas 
Corpus Act. His last act as practical leader 
of the House was to refuse to accept a mere 
verbal promise from Charles, but on the 
ground that the law was violated not by him, 
but by his ministers. From beginning to end 
his desire seems to have been to find a modus 
vivendt. But the Commons felt ‘‘that they 
must set their teeth hard and declare war to 
the end on the sovereign,” and Wentworth 
could do that no more now than previously. 
Even before the passing of the Petition of 
Right the line of cleavage had clearly ap- 
peared. It was on May 23rd that Eliot 
charged him with desertion. ‘‘God that 
knows my heart,” was the noble reply, 
‘‘ knows that I have studied to preserve this 
Parliament, as I confess the resolutions of 
the House, in the opinion of wise men, 
stretch very far on the king’s power, and if 
they be kept punctually will give a blow to 
government.” The breach with the un- 
compromising Opposition was upon an issue 
so plain that it may seem surprising that 
Mr. Traill does not seem even to have been 
aware of it. 

Yet it is not surprising, for Mr. Traill is 
the victim to phrases. The view which we

ment of all wisdom, become a “ king’s man,” 
the term ‘‘conversion” would have had 
some meaning. The same fallacy pervades 
the whole of Mr. Traill’s treatment of this 
matter ; it is found in such expressions as 
‘‘either Wentworth was a sincere supporter 
of the claims of the Parliamentarian party, 
or he was not’; ‘‘the man who could hold, 
or even think he held, such opinions as those 
of Eliot”; ‘‘ resuming the offensive in the 
struggle with the Crown.” 

Mr. Traill complains that ‘there is no jot 
or tittle of testimony to suggest that Went- 
worth, after his abandonment of the Par- 
liamentarians, made even the faintest 
attempt to accommodate matters between 
them and the Crown.” But he forgets in 
the first place that, even if the taleof Pym’s 
truculent speech to him were mythical, 
Wentworth knew that he was regarded by 
the leaders of the Parliament in a light 
which absolutely forbade any hope that his 
mediation would be received with favour; 
he forgets, too, that Parliament did not meet 
for six months after Wentworth had left 
the Commons, and that in the interval he 
had been made President of the North, 
with his hands full of what he had always 
craved for, and what he infinitely preferred 
to parliamentary conflict—high administra- 
tive duties. 

The remaining chapters of Mr. Traill’s 
book appear to contain on the whole a clear 
and accurate summary of Strafford’s life, 
especially as regards his Irish government, 
although Mr. Traill creates, as we think, 
an unnecessary difficulty in his treatment 
of the Mountnorris case, and although a 
passage on p. 203 seems to indicate that he 
has overlooked the letter of Charles to the 
queen, which affordsa striking confirmation of 
the theory advanced by Mr. Gardiner as to the 
real cause of the abandonment of Strafford. 
We have discussed the “ apostasy ”’ chapters 
at length because it is to that event that 
the student of character necessarily turns 
his eyes, and because Mr. Traill has chosen, 
upon what we hold to be totally inadequate 
grounds, to pass a gratuitous slight upon 
the honour of a great Englishman, who, 
when the real meaning of the conflict be- 
came clear, chose his side with character- 
istic decision, fought for it without swerving 
through long years of bodily weakness, of 
misunderstanding, and of ingratitude, and 
died with all his wounds in front. 








British Reason in English Rhyme. By Henry 
Halford Vaughan, M.A. (Kegan Paul, 
Trench & Co.)

been written, as most attempts in that 


direction follow the traditional lines of the | 
school of Geoffrey of Monmouth. There is 


no handy anthology of the best that has 
been thought and written by the bards and 
story - tellers of Wales; its folk-tales and 
fairy legends are not to be found in the 
English nursery ; nor is there such a digest 
of its ancient codes as can, without laborious 
study, inform us of the nature of its early 
legal institutions. To supply this deficiency 
in at least one department was the object 
which the lamented author set himself in the 
present volume, where he has aimed at pre- 
senting in English rhyme “all the Welsh 
proverbs, together with such of the laws and 
bardic aphorisms as seemed to embody and 
give expression to the national wisdom.” 

In the interest of Welsh literature it is 
much to be regretted that so laudable an 
object has not been carried out more suc- 
cessfully. Asa mere collection of proverbs 
the work lacks accuracy in reproduction, as 
no care seems to have been taken to consult 
original sources where the proverbs exist 
in their most authentic form. The oldest 
known compilations of Welsh proverbs are 
to be found in the ‘ Red Book of Hergest’ 
and in a Hengwrt MS. (No. 202), but these 
do not seem to have been utilized at all, 
unless at second hand. No references are 
given to the authorship of such proverbs 
as have a known origin, and this detracts 
seriously from the value of a collection 
which ranges from Dafydd ab Gwilym to 
the nineteenth century poet, and from Cadoc 
the Wise to the Welsh Bible. No plan or 
classification has been adopted, nor is there 
an index to subject-matter, so that there 
are no means of referring to a certain say- 
ing without reading through perhaps the 
whole of the book. 

The meaning and spirit of the more 
modern proverbs are generally rendered 
with much fidelity, though Nos. 850 and 
934 are certainly exceptions; but the author 
often stumbles over archaic proverbs where 
the “‘quaintness of the diction or the ob- 
scurity of the illustrations” presents some 
difficulty. For instance, he has missed the 
point of the original saying in Nos. 1058, 
1072, and 1412, while his translation of 
No. 1270 is utterly meaningless. The 
author is generally most successful in his 
translations of the law triads and similar 
legal maxims, but here his special know- 
ledge as a lawyer curiously failed him. ‘“ Ni

Which is to come the following day, 
while it simply means ‘‘ No man is called a 
son-in-law till the day after (the wedding),” 
and the reference is to a certain marriage 
custom explained in the Welsh laws. ‘British 
Reason’ seems a misnomer when applied to 
much of the mystic philosophy of the bards ; 
and studies in the lore of ‘‘ cylch yr abred”’ 
are not likely to enhance our estimate of 
the national wisdom. Nursery rhymes, too, 
seldom fall in that category, unless, perhaps, 
on account of the moral lessons which they 
sometimes teach, as in the following (No. 
358),— 

If you wicked are and cruel 

Pins you ‘ll swallow with your gruel 





and No. 400 :— 
Who takes the nest built by the wren 
Shall never have his health again. 

An essay on the national characteristies 
of Welsh proverbs would have been a wel- 
come addition to the volume; but of this, 
we are told, the author’s death has deprived 
the reader. One unique feature of Welsh 
poetry—its assonance, or cynghanedd—fur- 
nishes a frequent embellishment to these 
proverbs. Like alliteration, it generally 
marks an early stage in the history of 
poetry, and consists in the coincidence of 
consonants, with the variation of vowels, in 
corresponding syllables. The terseness and 
chiselled precision of style which result from 
such an arrangement of words may well be 
compared with some of the most pregnant 
epigrammatic sayings of Greece and Rome. 
The subject - matter shows the practical 
side of Welsh character—a love of home, 
a tender affection for domestic animals, a 
contempt for the priesthood, an aversion to 
all manner of restraint, and a high appre- 
ciation of thrift, industry, and honesty. 
Still, there is no dulness about the proverbs ; 
all their illustrations are full of the vivacity of 
the Celt’s playful nature, with none of the 
grotesqueness of the Hibernian, so that, both 
in form and substance, they well deserve 
being handed down to the present genera- 
tion, as an index to the practical wisdom of 
the ordinary Welshman of the past.

Srrre of the rueful title of her new book 
the author of ‘ Molly Bawn’ is still herself ; 
and that is probably all her admirers ask 
of her. The pleasant enough dallying and 
‘“daffing”’ of her young people is still kept 
up—those frivolous young people who have 
given their undivided allegiance to the god 
of love and idleness, and not to any of the 
sterner ideals of the day. The manner of 
Miss Broughton isa good deal the manner of 
Mrs. Hungerford, and the ‘‘ says he” ‘‘ says 
she”’ style is not a little the manner of both. 
The strain of gloom and crime introduced 
into ‘A Life’s Remorse’ is altogether foreign 
to it; it suits neither the material nor the 
author’s manner and methods. We hear 
that the hero murdered his lady love’s ag 1d 
father under aggravated circumstances long 
ere the two foregathered, but it does not 
matter. The fact never comes home to one, 
and makes little or no impression. What 
concerns the reader are the usual ‘‘suitor- 
ings,” sulkings, makings-up, of various 
couples. We may mention in passing that 
the little society is mostly made up of people 
almost too “childlike and bland” even for 
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professional idlers. Their quarrels even, 
which are many and oft, are just so much 
thistledown ‘‘borne of the unfilled hour.” 
And surely it is not natural that young and 
old, gentle and simple, families and iadi- 
viduals, should disagree so communistically, 
as it were, and so completely on a level. 

The author of ‘The Chilcotes’ gives us, 
in ‘A Hurricane in Petticoats,’ the history 
of ‘‘ Great-grandmamma Severn” and sun- 
dry other members of a family in which 
all the women are strong and all the men 
weak. The idea is carried out effectively 
enough by means of a group of characteristic 
sketches, from old Lady Severn, the tyrant 
of the family, whose portrait stands out 
conspicuously amongst the rest, down to 
little Sir Edward, her great-grandson. Sir 
Edward’s uncle Harry is next heir to the 
baronetcy, and he has been paired off by 
the female head of the family with his 
cousin Judith, a scornful and imperious 
young beauty, who in half a century may 
be just such another as the Hurricane her- 
self. Judith turns up her nose at the 
feeble Harry; but her sister Letty, who 
has graduated as a widow, recognizes all 
the possibilities of the situation, and makes 
the best of them. There are some capital 
scenes between her and her grandmother, 
full of spirit and humour. Judith has a 
love story to herself, which is more in the 
commonplace line of love stories than her 
sister’s artful intrigue. ‘A Hurricane in 
Petticoats’ fairly maintains the character of 
Leslie Keith as a writer of careful and life- 
like romance. 

‘Mrs. Fenton’ is characteristic enough 
of Mr. Norris. It has the air of breeding 
one has learnt to associate with him, and 
the clever touches that so agreeably skim 
the surface of the lives he represents. There 
is not much to distinguish it from its pre- 
decessors, unless it be that ‘Mrs. Fenton’ 
is a shade slighter in build, and perhaps a 
thought less spontaneous and easily written. 
There is little that is original in the treat- 
ment, or the material either; but this is of 
no great moment. The heroine is the charm- 
ing impostor of fiction who contrives to twist 
her little world round her fingers for a time 
with remarkable facility. The too tragic 
end of the poor lady—happily we do not 
directly witness it—is scarce in keeping 
with Mr. Norris’s method, and one feels a 
little bit inclined to quarrel with him—not 
seriously, however: nothing in the story 
demands seriousness. 

‘The Stranger-Artist ’’ reads not unlike a 
first book, but a first book that has not 
a spark of the promise that often makes 
up for deficiencies. A list of titles shows 
one, however, that it is not by any means 
a first book. ‘The Stranger-Artist’ has 
& somewhat mystical second title; but 
it will be found “to have nothing to do 
with the case.” The story is not one 
“prompted by the imagination or fancy ”’; 
on the other hand, it is anything but 
realistic. It is just one of the too, too many 
stories that have no quality of any sort or 
kind. The author appears to know wonder- 
fully little of life; she is also astonishingly 
ignorant of the present position and develop- 
ment of art and of art topics generally. As, 
to a certain extent, art is ‘all her theme,” 
this is a pity. Her stranger-artist is 
strangely unlike an artist, and those who 





care to follow his feeble career will find 
that he is a still stranger parent and human 
being. 

Lilith Ellis tells a story of concentrated 
and dramatic passion with undeniable skill, 
and an intensity which must prevail at 
times over the most critical or cynical 
reader. ‘A Stage Romance’ is both con- 
ceived and carried out with an artist’s care, 
and with the strength of a genuine story- 
teller. It is a study of a woman in whom 
the emotions dominate the will; but being 
a great actress, with plenty of keen ambi- 
tion, her emotions are refined, and fairly 
under control. Two men woo her, an actor 
and an aristocrat, both strong and im- 
petuous, and between the two this unfor- 
tunate woman is torn to pieces. Nearly all 
that she does is compelled by forces external 
to herself ; she is a puppet in the hands of 
two proud, masterful, imperious men, either 
of whom alone was sufficient for the capa- 
cities of her nature. There we have the 
makings of a tragedy, and Lilith Ellis has 
seen a powerful drama where another might 
have seen a mere succession of incidents. 
The complications of the plot are worked 
out with remarkable vigour ; the weakness 
of the woman and the strength of the men 
produce situations of sharp and painful in- 
cisiveness. This ‘Stage Romance’ is ex- 
ceptionally clever, and the author (who is 
scarcely a novice, though she has no blazon 
on her title-page) may be congratulated. 

Mr. Francis in ‘Mosquito’ deliberately 
challenges a comparison with Mr. Bret 
Harte, and he does not come off badly. In 
the description of frontier life Mr. Francis 
is very successful. There is a fresh and 
racy vigour about such descriptions which 
carries the reader along wonderfully. In 
Mr. Bret Harte’s novels, however, there is 
something that is wanting in ‘ Mosquito.’ 
When he takes his readers away from the 
shanty and the drinking-bar, and plunges 
them into the wild country, he can paint pic- 
tures which remain fixed upon the memory, 
pictures which reveal the inspiration of ar- 
tistic genius; and at his best he can command 
powers, pathetic and humorous, of a decidedly 
high order. To such heights Mr. Francis 
cannot reach. In placing his scenes partly 
in England and partly in Mexico Mr. Francis 
has the advantage of effective contrasts ; yet 
it is a mistake to make it appear so easy to 
transfer oneself from a comfortable country 
house at Wargrave to the wild Western 
frontier. It is true enough, no doubt, that 
in a few weeks one might accomplish the 
journey ; but one wants to feel that the Wild 
West is far off. Mr. Bret Harte knows how 
to make the most of this important point, 
and so does M. Pierre Loti when he writes 
of the Far East. Asa good observer and a 
lively writer Mr. Francis is to be commended, 
but he wants the higher qualities of an 
artist. 

‘The Secret of Fontaine-la-Croix’ is a 
French story, inasmuch as the scene is laid 
in France and the characters are French, 
with the exception of the heroine, who is 
English, and one or two minor figures; but 
it is in reality only a French-dressed piece, 
having nothing French in its essence. It is 
picturesque and quasi-historical, scenes from 
the Franco-German war being introduced ; 
but a much more intimate knowledge of 
France and the French than the author 


possesses is required to make an attractive 
story when the interest depends on persons. 
The author appears to be American. The 
book has been printed in America, and it is 
marked “‘ Copyright, 1888, by D. Appleton 
& Company.” The story is nicely written, 
the secret is strange enough, and the inci- 
dents are described with a good deal of 
spirit. 

Two daintily bound little volumes, one in 
prose and one in verse (the latter is noticed 
in another column), bear evidence to the 
late Miss Levy’s untiring intellectual activity, 
down to the last days of the short life which 
so recently ended. In her ‘Romance of 
a Shop,’ and still more in the story pub- 
lished hardly a year ago, ‘Reuben Sachs,’ 
Miss Levy showed remarkable ability, and 
a promise which would probably have 
attained its full fruition when a few more 
years’ experience of life had mellowed cer- 
tain youthful crudities and morbid ten- 
dencies, while giving greater deliberation in 
composition. A sense of uncommon vigour, 
and of a humour that is never lacking, 
though somewhat keen - edged, is felt in 
both books. In ‘Reuben Sachs’ a rare 
quality in modern novels also developes— 
a vibration of passion full of a promise, 
which is tragic now, for future achievement. 
The sight of her name upon the title-page 
of a new little story must awaken afresh 
the keen and abiding regret of the reading 
public, and ensure it an almost affectionate 
reception. ‘Miss Meredith’ is a short story 
prettily told: a forlorn young governess’s 
experiences in an aristocratic Italian family, 
with the brief trial, and—this time—the en- 
tire reward of a happy love. Itis not parti- 
cularly characteristic of the author either in 
manner or in matter; the reader finds him- 
self speculating whether it may not be an 
early rather than a late effort. Be that as 
it may, the style is animated, the English 
pure, as in all Miss Levy’s writings, and 
a tone of cheerfulness prevails which is in 
strong contrast to the pessimism of ‘ Reuben 
Sachs.’ The descriptions of Pisa, of the old 
palace, and of its inhabitants are all equally 
happy. The atmosphere of the little town, 
full of colour and sunshine, is well repro- 
duced ; while the different members of the 
Brogi family are humorously sketched with 
few strokes. The love story is extremely 
slight, but supplies a sufficient excuse for 
its bright and pretty setting.

Mr. TruMmAn’s poems are of the kind which 
show their writer to be a man of education, 
refined feeling, and cultivated taste, with a good 
ear and ample command of language—in fact, 
well fitted altogether for a poet’s work, if but he 
were a poet. There is nothing to find fault with 
in the contents of the little volume. We will 
quote ‘Elleray’ because Matthew Arnold, it 
seems, commended it highly as true and happily 
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Along the upward winding paths I went, 

In the wood shadows at sweet Elleray, 

And in my mind a noble image lay, 

The image of a man magnificent, 

A theme for human love and wonderment, 
Grand in his sadness and his merriment. 

And as I walked and pondered, one did say, 

** Here have I seen him in his palmier day, 
The long gold locks loose floating in the wind, 
And the sublime, wild, earnest eyes of him, 
Drawn to the amber melting on the rim 

Of westward mountains ; or maybe inclined 
Lovingly on the lovely lake’s repose ; 

Or haply with deep human feeling dim.” 
Better for us, had that potential mind 

Been somewhat more to deathless feats addrest ; 
Alas for mental splendours unexprest! 

A few pale poems and some worthier prose 
Make up the meagre sum which the world knows 
Of what was working in that brain and breast ; 
The vague, eternal kingdoms have the rest. 

Miss Hickey’s ‘Verse- Tales, Lyrics, and 
Translations’ almost invariably reach a high 
level of finish and completeness. The book is 
a string of little rounded pearls ; none of them 
of great price, indeed, but each worth the 
stringing. The quiet pensiveness of Miss 
Hickey’s literary mood is a trifle monotonous, 
and their general similarity deprives too many 
of her poems of some of the distinctive interest 
that would belong to them on their separate 
merits. In itself the mood is natural and 
poetic. Nor can we say that she is less than 
wise to use it mostly, for she is at her best in 
it, and attempts at humour as in ‘ Church-Mice,’ 
or at Macaulay-like ballads as in ‘A Ballad of 
the Great Armada,’ show her at the disadvantage 
of one out of her natural element. In poems like 
‘ Creeping Jenny,’ ‘ Motherless,’ ‘ Expectans Ex- 

ping y, —— p 
pectavi,’ ‘Per te ad lucem,’ she proves her real 
excellence. The following sonnet—one on and 
to a favourite theme—is a good representative 
of Miss Hickey’s habitual melodies, even and 
flowing and sweet, but pervaded by a subdued 
sadness of the minor key :— 
A GIFT. 
What can I give, O well-beloved, to thee, 
Whose clear, firm knock at my heart’s door I heard ; 
I, reading o’er my life’s old pages, blurred 
Where bitter tears had fallen fast and free ? 
For thou didst enter in and comfort me 
Whose soul was passion-tost and tempest-stirred, 
Till I grew patient as a brooding bird, 
And rest came down upon me, verily. 


What can I give thee for a guerdon meet ? 
The utter depths and heights of love’s sublime 
I cannot fathom, dear, I cannot climb, 

For sacred things to lay before thy feet : 

I kneel thy suppliant, and I give thee, Sweet, 
The right to go on giving for all time. 

The tone of Mr. Lucas’s ‘Sketches of Rural 
Life’ is brisk and blithe. He does not aim at 
high poetry, and it would be unreasonable to 
criticize him as if he did. We must, however, 
complain that his rhythm is too harsh and tune- 
less, If he had added to the freshness of his 
homely talk about the country and the country 
folk some charm of appropriate ear - taking 
melody he might have won a lasting popularity 
for some of these ‘‘sketches.” He has, at all 
events, given us the refreshing pleasure of read- 
ing verse which does not remind us of any one 
else’s. 

Mr. Douglas’s ‘ Idylls of the Home,’ in three 
books, May, June, and November, is a somewhat 
too diffuse and too monotonous, but often touch- 
ing and even beautiful, account of married hap- 
piness and of its end by the death of the loved 
and loving wife. It errs by an over anxiety to 
avoid the slightest touch of prose, thus foregoing 
all natural graces and losing any chance of going 
straight to the reader’s heart with some simple 
perfect expression of familiar feelings, as is the 
lucky accident of great poets who need not 
struggle for anti-prosaic diction. So much ela- 
boration with so little variety of theme becomes 
cloying. But the poem is in its general outline 
of a wholesome simplicity—essentially a matri- 
monial love poem, yet neither sensuous nor 
wr sentimental, And the verse runs 
well, 

Most of the poems in Mr. Eaton’s ‘ Acadian 
Legends and Lyrics’ have a pleasant lilt in them, 
and several are pretty. They are, to say the 
least of it, not overweighted with thought : for- 
tunately they are also not overweighted with 





ambitious expression. Mr. Eaton’s touch is light 
and skilful. 

A charmingly printed little volume gives to 
the world the late Miss Levy’s last printed 
words. She corrected the proofs, we are in- 
formed, only about a week before her death. 
There is an added pang to regret when the 
young and gifted die during that phase of 
intense pessimism through which talented 
youth so often passes, and which the mellow- 
ing experience of life is tolerably certain to 
modify, if not to metamorphose. Miss Levy 
in some of her poems reaches the high tide of 
this buoyant hopelessness, so to speak ; but she 
hymns the barrenness of the present and of the 
unknown future with that felicity and precision 
of expression which characterize her prose 
writings, and in verses always musical. The 
group of poems entitled ‘‘ Love, Dreams, and 
Death” gives fullest expression to this particular 
mood. One or two of them, as ‘ The Birch Tree 
at Loschwitz,’ for instance, are too reminiscent 
of Heine. ‘In the Night’ and ‘The Sequel to 
‘*A Reminiscence”’ both contain dramatic 
touches. Nature, however, will assert herself in 
spite of any theory of the universe, and it is a 
real satisfaction to find a ring of true healthy 
spirits often breaking out in the verses collected 
under the heading of ‘A London Plane-Tree.’ 
The ‘ Ballade of an Omnibus’ and that of ‘A 
Special Edition’ are both full of cheery 
humour ; the latter will appeal to all Londoners. 
‘Between the Showers’ and ‘ Out of Town’ are 
alike pretty and pleasing. ‘ Moods and Thoughts’ 
grow more despondent again, but contain many 
evidences of the writer's keen pleasure in nature 
and in nature’s lights and colours, as, for in- 
stance, in the sonnet to Vernon Lee :— 

Over the grey, low wall the olive flung 
Her deeper greyness ; far off, hill on hill 
Sloped to the sky, which, pearly-pale and still, 
Above the large and luminous landscape hung. 
A snowy blackthorn flowered beyond my reach ; 
You broke a branch and gave it to me there; 
I found for you a scarlet blossom rare. 
But Miss Levy’s warm human sympathies and 
interests could not fail to find their fittest home 
in 
The scene whereof I cannot tire, 
The human tale of love and hate, 
The city pageant, early and late 
Unfolds itself, rolls by, to be 
A pleasure deep and delicate. 


The reader closes the book mournfully over its 
last mournful words :— 


On you the sun is shining free ; 

Our Poet sleeps in Italy, 

Beneath an alien sod ; on me 
The cloud descends. 








GEOGRAPHY AND TRAVEL. 


Mr. James SAMUELSON in his India, Past and 
Present, published by Messrs. Triibner, has pro- 
duced a work which will, we think, take rank 
between hia ‘ Roumania’ and his ‘ Bulgaria,’ of 
which the first was one of the best monographs 
on a country which have appeared in recent times. 
Mr. Samuelson’s ‘ Bulgaria, Past and Present,’ 
had, more than his ‘ Roumania,’ to compete 
with other excellent and interesting works, and 
his ‘ India’ is still more exposed to a rivalry of 
the same description. Sir William Hunter has 
prepared for Mr. Samuelson a bibliography of 
India, restricted, however, to three hundred and 
twenty works, and making no pretensions to 
completeness. This list, while it may help stu- 
dents to valuable works, will also serve to show 
the formidable competition to which a new book 
on India is exposed. The arrangement of Sir 
William Hunter’s bibliography in the appendix 
strikes us as somewhat peculiar. He classes 
among select works on Indian geography, travels, 
and descriptions of the country Col. Chesney’s 
‘Indian Polity, Prof. Fawcett’s ‘Indian Finance,’ 
and Sir John Strachey’s ‘ India’; while he classes 
in the separate division of selected works on the 
history of India Mr. Cotton’s ‘ New India,’ which 
we should have thought might have gone with the 
others. The first portion of Mr. Samuelson’s book, 
which contains indeed nearly half the volume, 





is chiefly historical and ethnological, and there 
is little fault to be found with it, although it 
does not teach us much that is new. The second 
part, which deals with the India of the present 
day, is concerned with the social condition of 
the people more than with topics that touch 
Government. Incidentally, however, there is a 
good deal of illustration of the drift of Mr, 
Samuelson’s own opinions to be found in his 
chapters on education, on the position of the 
missionaries, and on municipal matters. He 
repeatedly urges the consideration that the 
views which tind expression at the National 
Congress are not confined, as is alleged, to a 
small educated minority, but affect what 
he calls the whole rising generation. Still 
the rising generation with which a gentle. 
man comes in contact who, without special 
acquaintance with Oriental languages, passes 
a few months in India, represents in itself 
but a small minority ; and the vast majority 
of the Indian people consists of cultivators 
altogether untouched by the English teach- 
ing. Those who wish to obtain an account 
of the present position of the Government of 
India will hardly do so from Mr. Samuelson, as 
he gives but little space to this portion of his 
subject. We regret the shortness of his chapter 
called ‘‘ Imperial India” ; but he takes perhaps 
the best course possible in referring his readers 
to official memoranda easily obtained. On the 
main difficulties of the British Government in 
India he says nothing. The defence of the 
country against the possibility of invasion is dis- 
posed of in a couple of pages, which Mr. Samuel- 
son does not profess to think enough, for he 
expressly says that the reader must not search 
in his volume for a full view upon defence. 
Taxation is also very briefly dealt with, and no 
suggestions are made which have any bearing 
upon this gravest of all Indian problems, closely 
connected as it is with that of defence. No one 
can be more aware than Mr. Samuelson, as is 
clear from his own remarks, of the deficiencies 
of his book in these respects, and if we name 
them it is only that our readers may know what 
to look for and what not to expect in ‘ India, 
Past and Present.’ Mr. Samuelson’s title is per- 
haps a little too wide. He has given a view of 
the historical past of India and of its social 
present, but he adds the word “political” to 
“historical and social” in his list ; and it can 
hardly be said that by merely stating the de- 
mands of the National Congress and certain 
recommendations of Lord Dufferin, and by 
briefly explaining the municipal system, he has 
given an adequate view of the political present 
of India. The works, however, to which in the 
appendix Sir William Hunter refers the reader 
will amply suffice to fill the gap. Mr. Samuel- 
son’s theological chapter brings out the fact that 
many of the bodies having missionaries in India 
look upon the Salvation Army with feelings that 
can hardly be described as Christian. He quotes 
the reports of missionary bodies of two different 
Churches who class among the greatest difficulties 
in the way of Christianity the breaking up of 
their congregations by the bands of the Salvation 
Army. We cannot but think that there must 
be prejudice in such statements. We have not 
noticed in Mr. Samuelson’s volume many errors 
of fact, and it is readable in its style. There is 
a curious provincialism in the sentence: ‘‘ The 
sermon was one that might have been delivered 
to an audience of corner men in England.” The 
words ‘‘corner men” are not placed between 
inverted commas or explained, and Mr. Samuel- 
son will perhaps be surprised to learn that the 
phrase is only understood as a rule by the 
inhabitants of Lancashire. Liverpool men 
often labour under the impression that it 
forms part of the English tongue; but when 
an attempt was made by a Gladstonian 
Lancashire politician, in letters to a London 
newspaper, to brand Mr. W. E. Forster, Mr. 
Goschen, and Mr, Bright—who occupied corner 
seats in the House of Commons, and who were, 
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for various reasons, in opposition to Mr. Glad- 
stone’s policy on certain points—with the name 
‘¢corner boys,” the force of the allusion was lost 
on the London public. ‘Corner boys” or 
‘‘corner men” are, we believe, not altogether 
agreeable specimens of humanity who stand 
about street corners in the city of Liverpool. 
Mr. Samuelson at p. 305 seems to imply that Sir 
H. Harrison, who holds an official post, takes an 
official view of the reforms that are asked for 
by the natives ; but a perusal of Sir H. Harri- 
son’s writings would show that that is not the 
case. Thestory of the English lady who refused 
to go down to dinner with a native gentleman is 
told as though the incident happened at Cal- 
cutta, and it is suggested that it occurred at the 
Viceroy’s palace. As a matter of fact such a story 
constitutes one of the many causing controversy 
between the two sides that are connected with 
the rule at Bombay of Lord Reay ; but it is, of 
course, possible that a similar refusal may have 
taken place at Calcutta without our knowledge. 
What happened at Bombay was that an English 
lady and her husband left Government House 
before dinner after the aide-de-camp had in- 
formed the lady that a native gentleman was 
to take her down to dinner. 


Hav Mr. James John Hissey made more 
digressions from the high road between London 
and Cromer, and fewer digressions from the plain 
course of his narrative, his Tour in a Phaeton 
through the Eastern Counties (Bentley & Son) 
might have been greatly improved. He could 
then, in the one day’s journey from Woodbridge 
to Halesworth, have seen something of Ufford 
and its superb font cover; of Letheringham, 
with its priory and the brass that once wan- 
dered to Wardour Street; of moated Parham 
Hall, of its haunted room and stately gateway ; 
of Framlingham Castle, with its ‘‘ Dreaming 
Tower”; and Framlingham Church, with per- 
haps the finest altar-tomb in England. Then, 
too, he would have spared us his Scottish and 
Transatlantic experiences, his endless repetitions 
as to windmills, clerk-hunting, and covered inn- 
yards, his excursuses on chronograms, Salva- 
tionists, and sundries, his trite anecdotes and 
triter epitaphs, There is that old, old one 
with ‘* Zion,” “lion,” “ still,” and ‘‘ will” for 
bouts rimés. Mr. Hissey does not profess to 
have found it in East Anglia; he does not even 
quote it correctly. The Eastern Counties are 
not quite such a terra incognita as their latest 
explorer would lead us toimagine, For Essex we 
have Morant’s history, for Norfolk Blomefield’s 
and Rye’s ; and even for Suffolk there is Suck- 
ling, with Camden, Fuller, Defoe, Kirby, Grose, 
and Parker for supplement. If, before or after 
his drive, Mr. Hissey would only have consulted 
their works, with Weever’s ‘Funerall Monu- 
ments’ and Cotman’s ‘Sepulchral Brasses in 
Suffolk and Norfolk,” he might have written a 
much better book, or, better still perhaps, none 
at all. It is very fine railing at the haste 
and hurry of the nineteenth century, but haste 
and hurry may be shown in book-making. And 
we fancy that to many even of the ‘‘ genus 
tripper ” (a genus despised by our author) Chip- 
ping Ongar, East Dereham, and Woodbridge 
would have suggested memories of the Taylors, 
‘Lavengro, and the translator of Omar Khay- 
yim. After its nineteen illustrations the best 
things in the book are the descriptions of Caw- 
ston and Layer Marney. 


We have to thank Messrs. Sampson Low & 
Co. for Australia Twice Traversed, by Mr. Ernest 
Giles, in two volumes. For those who like 
narrative of Australian exploration nothing can 
be better than this work; but we confess to 
having had almost enough of the records of 
lonely travel in the dried-up interior of the 
Australian continent. Mr. Giles has been one 
of the most active and successful of Australian 
explorers, and his book contains the account of 
no fewer than five expeditions, even the latest 
of which, however, took place a long time ago. 





Several of his expeditions have been described 
in Parliamentary papers laid before the Council 
and Assembly in South Australia, and the nar~ 
ratives of all five of the expeditions here recorded 
have been previously published, although in 
forms in which it would be very difficult for 
the public to obtain them. 


WE have received from Mr. Fisher Unwin 
Studies in the South and West, with Comments on 
Canada, by Mr. C. Dudley Warner, an American 
writer, whose articles have previously, we be- 
lieve, appeared in an American review. The 
author is impartial, as witness his frank admis- 
sion that the policy of union with the United 
States is wholly without serious support in the 
Dominion. Mr. Warner's best chapters are his 
earliest, on the South and its society, on “‘ New 
Orleans,” on the district on the Gulf of Mexico 
inhabited by the expelled French Acadians from 
Nova Scotia celebrated in ‘ Evangeline,’ and on 
Kentucky. 


Mr. E. B. Kennepy has already given us a 
good book, ‘ Four Years in Queensland,’ and he 
will add to his reputation as an author by Blacks 
and Bushrangers (Sampson Low & Co.). He 
had the singular good fortune to become the 
owner of the diary of James Morrill, who was 
shipwrecked and lived for seventeen years 
amongst the aborigines of North Queens- 
land. From the experience thus acquired our 
author has elaborated a tale well worth perusal, 
containing as it does details of some native rites 
never before known to Europeans. Some of the 
situations described in these pages would seem 
to be incredible, but we are told in the preface 
that they are strictly true ; ¢. g., a huge cockle, 
Tridacna gigas, seizes a man by the leg, and holds 
his grip for the greater part of a day while the 
tide rises round his victim and falls again in 
time to save his life. In fact, the cockle does 
not relax his hold, even when a marlingspike is 
introduced, until death ensues. Were it not that 
this queer fish has been recognized and named 
by Dr. Gtinther of the British Museum, few 
could have credited this, and would have 
doubted the account of the walking fish, Cera- 
todus forstert. Even in the land of the duck- 
billed platypus this seems almost incredible. 
The story is well worth reading, is interesting, 
and instructive. It affords views of colonial life 
never before presented to English readers. 


A LARGE amount of useful information may 
be gathered from Mr. W. F, Ainsworth’s volume 
entitled The River Karun: an Opening to British 
Commerce (Allen & Co.), which, after drawing 
the reader’s attention to the identification of 
ancient sites and monuments bearing upon the 
archeology of Western Asia, carries him off to 
the discussion of railways and river steamers and 
the many practical requirements of the present 
day. In writing of these matters the veteran 
explorer returns with undiminished vigour and 
enthusiasm to the fields of his former labours 
and experiences ; but he measures out with no 
sparing hand his meed of approval to those 
who have followed in his footsteps. Reverting 
to his own account of the Karun contained in 
the recently published ‘ Personal Narrative of 
the Euphrates Valley Expedition,’ he declares 
the fact that it has now ‘‘ been opened to the 
commerce of the world” to be ‘‘ of such great 
political and geographical, as well as commercial, 
importance as to demand a more minute and 
detailed description of the river and its tribu- 
taries and of the adjacent country, of the 
prospects opened to commerce by its free navi- 
gation, and of the mountain passes by which the 
interior of Persia has to be reached” from its 
banks. One misconception may be noted as re- 
gards projected railway communication. When, 
on p. 216, the author alludes to ‘‘the project 
of a railway from Constantinople to India, vid 
Erzerum, Tabriz, Tehran, Herat, and the Bolan 
Pass,” he is not describing the actual line 
sketched out in the Proceedings of the Royal 
Geographical Society (January, 1883, p. 130), 


from which he clearly intends to draw his infor- 
mation. The line there contemplated was from 
Baghdad, through the centre or south of Persia, 
to Kirman, and thence to and along the Mekran 
coast to Karachi, but in no way ‘‘ through 
Afghanistan,” or, indeed, through Northern Asia 
Minor, Tehran, and Khurasan. A fitting illus- 
tration to the book is afforded in the little map 
of the Karun basin. 








OUR LIBRARY TABLE. 


AN anonymous author has, in The Despot's 
Champion (Longmans), rewritten the life of Claver- 
house. This title isa good deal nearer to the truth 
than the last accorded to him. To call him an 
“English worthy ” was, of course, absurd ; this 
is merely fanciful. The book, which is ‘‘ but 
one more rearrangement of evidence chiefly col- 
lected by Mr. Napier,” is offered “‘ to those few 
students of Scottish history whom tedious de- 
tails will not deter from once more endeavouring 
to decide how far the name of Viscount Dundee 
ought to be cleared from stain or indelibly 
branded.” On the whole it is distinctly of the 
nature of a further rehabilitation, the ridiculous 
‘*Wigtown Martyr” story—the only point of 
serious controversy—being once more slain. The 
author presses, we think with undue strength, 
the probability of a close connexion between the 
western risings and Shaftesbury’s English policy. 
The admission in the modest preface that Claver- 
house’s career ‘‘has given rise to controversy 
quite out of proportion to its historical im- 
portance ” (an opinion with which we entirely 
agree) relieves us from the duty of further notice. 
But we do not hesitate to say that for the 
readers to whom it is addressed, ‘The Despot’s 
Champion’ is by far the most satisfactory book 
on the subject that has been produced. 

TuE Stories Weird and Wonderful, by Mr. 
J. E. Muddock (Chatto & Windus), are of very 
different orders of merit. Some are poor and 
flat, and some are cleverly contrived. Asa rule, 
they are not told with sufficient vivacity, and 
one notices a disposition on the author’s part to 
be tedious over the details of the setting. A few 
of the titles will indicate that there is plenty of 
matter in the book which should be blood- 
curdling—‘ A Night with the Dead,’ ‘ The Blood 
Drips,’ ‘The Story of a Hanged Man.’ It is a 
pity that one of the poorest of the stories 
should occupy the first place. 


Mr. Francis A. Knicut’s Idylls of the Field 
(Stock) is one of the rather large class of books 
which are easy to get written, but not easy to get 
read. Now that everybody is an author, and the 
mass of printed matter prepared for daily circula- 
tion increases constantly, little papers nicely writ- 
ten upon any simple subject readily find a place ; 
but a collection of such pieces rarely has much 
permanent value. Mr. Knight’s papers have, 
no doubt, been thought attractive in the pages 
of the Daily News, where they first appeared, 
and possibly have been skimmed at the break- 
fast table ; but when they come to be read more 
carefully in a pretty volume, with some well- 
drawn and graceful illustrations by Mr. E. E. 
Compton, one finds them rather thin. The 
prose poem is, perhaps, out of fashion at present, 
even when it is mixed with recorded observa- 
tions of matters of natural history. And then 
these ‘Idylls of the Field’ are too much like 
the author’s former volume called ‘ By Leafy 
Ways.’ One feels quite sure that once the 
manner is settled and the knack has become 
familiar he could produce an “idyll” at any 
moment, no better and no worse than any of its 
predecessors. In short, the book does not please 
the fancy or touch the heart, but strikes one as 
mechanical. 

Mr. 'T, W. Rotteston has contributed to the 
‘‘Great Writers” series (Scott) an able and 
interesting Life of Lessing. He studies his sub- 
ject from the right point of view, beginning with 
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about the middle of the eighteenth century, and 
marking, as he advances, the various ways in 
which Lessing helped to reawaken intellectual 
life among his countrymen. It was hardly 
possible for Mr. Rolleston to say anything about 
Lessing that had not, in some form or another, 
been said before. Nevertheless, his criticism has 
always a certain air of freshness, because, while 
making proper use of the work of his pre- 
decessors, he has manifestly studied the subject 
for himself, and his conclusions are set forth in 
a clear, straightforward, and vigorous style. 
His account of ‘Laocoon’ and the ‘ Drama- 
turgie,’ although necessarily brief, is thoroughly 
sound as far as it goes; and he brings out 
distinctly the main issues involved in Lessing’s 
theological controversies. Each of Lessing’s 
dramas receives attention, and Mr. Rolleston 
has been particularly successful in his effort to 
indicate the reiation between the best of them 
and the influences of the age in which they 
were produced. That Mr. Rolleston warmly 
admires Lessing’s personal character it is hardly 
necessary to say, for that is true of every one 
who makes himself familiar with the career of 
this great writer. It is more important to note 
that his admiraticn is expressed without affecta- 
tion or extravagance, and that he never leaves 
room for misconception as to the grounds on 
which it is based. 


Tr we place under literature Technical Educa- 
tion in England and Wales—compiled by Mr. 
Arthur Acland, M.P., and Mr. Llewellyn Smith 
from the reports of the Science and Art Depart- 
ment, of the Commission on Technical Instruc- 
tion, and of the various bodies dealing in practice 
with technical education—it is because it is 
difficult to treat it under science, inasmuch as, 
although mainly concerned with science teaching, 
it includes the art side of the South Kensington 
system. The handy volume is issued by the 
National Association for the Promotion of 
Technical and Secondary Education, and it con- 
tains a brief and clear account of what is being 
done in England for technical education at the 
present time. 


AN important American book is The State: 
Elements of Historical and Practical Politics, 
by Dr. Woodrow Wilson, published by Mr. D. C. 
Heath, of Boston. The author has been at 
immense pains to give a detailed account of the 
governments of Greece and Rome, of France, 
Germany, Switzerland, the dual monarchies of 
Austria-Hungary and Sweden and Norway, of 
England, and of the United States ; but the ele- 
ment of comparative politics is almost absent 
from the book, and there is little attempt 
to contrast the different views taken of the 
functions of the State. The British colonies are 
very badly treated, and not only is the Federal 
Constitution of Canada inadequately described, 
but Dr. Wilson has not so much as heard of the 
Federal Council of Australasia, and the repre- 
sentation on the Federal Council of six out of 
the eight colonies which might be represented. 
We have not detected any other errors of im- 
portance, but only a few trifling slips inevitable 
in a work into which much matter has been 
condensed. 


THE handsome volume which Mr. Palgrave 
calls The Treasury of Sacred Song does much 
credit to the Clarendon Press, and it is likely 
to prove one of the most popular books of 
the season. That Mr. Palgrave has shown 
his usual fine taste, also goes without saying. 
He opens felicitously with Dunbar’s hymn 
on Christ’s Nativity, and presently we come 
to Spenser’s magnificent ‘Hymn to Heavenly 
Love,’ one of the gems of the volume. Mr. Pal- 
grave divides his volume into three books, the first 
of which extends from Dunbar’s time to 1660, 
although a few later writers are included. 
He opens the second book with Cowley, and 
reaches down to 1820. The third book closes 
with one of the Laureate’s later, but not his most 
happy pieces. Mr. Palgrave adds much to the 





value of his anthology by his admirable notes, 
which are often quite masterpieces in miniature 
of biography and criticism. The tone of the 
preface is apologetic. Mr. Palgrave is too keen 
acritic not to feel that somehow or other reli- 
gious poetry is seldom of a high order, and that 
English hymns never are. He has, no doubt, not 
forgotten Matthew Arnold’s dictum that while 
‘The Golden Treasury’ is a monument of a 
nation’s strength, ‘The Book of Praise’ is a 
monument of a nation’s weakness. Mr. Arnold 
thought that the excellence of the medieval Latin 
hymns was due to their being written in an arti- 
ficial language. Rather their excellence is due to 
the medizval spirit. Dunbar had the medizval 
spirit, and consequently his hymn is much more 
successful than any of the hymns of Wesley or 
Toplady in the last century, or of Bonar, or 
Faber, or Lyte in this century. Mr. Palgrave 
admits that modern hymns, however pious and 
excellent, can hardly be called poetry at all, and 
there is a good deal besides the hymns in this 
volume—for instance, the extracts from ‘The 
Christian Year,’ and most of Cardinal Newman’s 
pieces, to specify only some of the most 
popular — which is too sentimental and arti- 
ficial to pass for genuine poetry; and if we 
turn back to previous centuries there is much 
that, had Mr. Palgrave been as particular as 
when he was editing ‘The Golden Treasury,’ he 
would have rejectec. However, he has been as 
successful as his design would allow him to be, 
and his volume is sure to prove highly acceptable 
to the general public. 

From the Librairie Hachette there reaches us 
Diz Ans Soldat, by M. Mismer, author of a 
previous work on military life. It would be 
difficult to find a more lifelike picture of the 
old-fashioned armies, which preceded the adop- 
tion of the armed-nation system by all the great 
powers except Great Britain, than M. Mismer’s 
book affords. The author passed through the 
cavalry school at Saumur, and then served in 
two regiments of heavy cavalry, and lastly in 
the gendarmerie at Martinique. We notice 
several mistakes in the spelling of names, as, for 
example, in that of General de Galliffet, but for 
these the printers are, perhaps, responsible. 


A NUMBER of new editions are on our table, 
among them a handsome reprint of Kingsley’s 
Sanitary and Social Lectures and Essays, issued by 
Messrs. Macmillan. Miss Yonge’s Beechcroft at 
Rockstone is issued by the same firm, and so are 
Mr. Crawford’s Roman Singer, and Mr. Hughes’s 
Scouring of the White Horse and his tale The 
Ashen Faggot, which together fill a nice volume. 
—A sixth edition of Dr. Smiles’s interesting work 
on The Huguenotshasreached us from Mr. Murray. 
—A copiously illustrated edition of the Chronicles 
of the Schinberg-Cotta Family, that perennial 
favourite, comes to us from Messrs. Nelson. 
—Messrs. Routledge have issued in separate 
volumes their abridged editions of The Path- 
jinder, The Pioneers, The Deerslayer, The Last 
of the Mohicans, The Prairie (see Athen. No. 
3240), and reprints of Dr. Goulding’s “ Woodruff 
Stories,” Nacoochee, Sapelo, and Sal-o-Quah. 

WE have before us the reports of the Free 
Libraries at Cardiffand St. Helens, both of which 
are prospering; also that of the Public Library 
at Kimberley. 

Messrs. HitpEsHEIMER & FAvLKNER have 
sent us a great variety of Christmas cards de- 
signed in England and printed in Germany. 
Many of the designs are excellent.—High praise 
is due to the printing of the cards sent us by 
Messrs. Marcus Ward & Oo. The designs are 
most of them tasteful and appropriate.

Iv may save fruitless discussion if I supple- 
ment Mr. Wilson’s note upon Mr. C. P. John- 
son’s discovery of a pamphlet entitled ‘ Drooping 
Buds,’ with the name of Charles Dickens on the 
wrapper. The piece appeared, as Mr. Wilson 
says, in Household Words of April 3rd, 1852, and 
it was written by me after a visit to the Chil- 
dren’s Hospital, then newly founded in Great 
Ormond Street. The visit was made at Dickens’s 
request, it was his act of assistance to the hos- 
pital, and he increased so much the value of the 
paper by insertion of the paragraph beginning 
**O! Baby’s dead,” and ending ‘‘Come and 
see,” that I left it out of the selection published 
in 1857, as ‘Gossip,’ of some of the Household 
Words papers written by me before that time. 
One principle of the selection naturally was to 
avoid publishing any paper with words in it that 
were not mine. The paper, as frequently hap- 
pened in such cases, was printed separately for 
distribution by the charity it sought to help. 
The reprint was in a wrapper, and was given as 
“from Household Words,” At the hospital the 
article was known then to be mine, and accord- 
ing to a generous practice, also common in such 
cases, I was made an honorary governor. All 
this is so trivial a matter of long ago, that very 
possibly the pamphlet may have been supplied 
one day, in the lifetime of another generation, 
with a cover that, in all good faith, ascribed the 
paper to Charles Dickens, and such a pamphlet 
Mr. Johnson may have seen.

THE ORIENTAL CONGRESS. 

WE print below the circular which we said a 
fortnight ago was in circulation. Much feeling 
has been roused by the appointment of a com- 
mittee to organize the next congress, which was 
nominated in a fashion contrary to the statutes 
agreed to in 1873 ; and the fact that no French- 
man, Englishman, Russian, or Italian, nor any 
representative of several other countries inter- 
ested in the East, has found a place on the com- 





mittee, has created widespread dissatisfaction, 
heightened by the circumstances that no place 
has been named for the next Congress, and 
that the committee are charged to modify 
the statutes of Paris, although such power 
is quite contrary to the statutes. The de- 
sire exhibited to change the Congress from a 
private gathering of scholars into an official 
body has also excited alarm ; and the proposal 
to convert the Congress into an Institute under 
the presidency of the King of Sweden, with M. 
Landberg as its secretary, has been generally 
disapproved of. Among those who have signed 
the circular are Messrs. E. N. Adler, Adsersen, 
and Amelineau, Dr. Badenoch, Dr. Ball, Prof.

SURNAMES ENDING IN “8S.”

WaiLeE completing a very long index to sur- 
names occurring in an account of the Hundred 
of North Erpingham, in Norfolk, 1 have been 
much struck by the way in which many names 
were followed by others identical with them, but 
bearing an added s, A few examples will suffice ; 
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Abb and Abbs, Adam and Adams, Alen and 
Alens, Aleyn and Aleyns, Allen and Allens, 
Alyn and Alyns, Andrew and Andrews, Austin 
and Austins, Bet and Betts, Bevy and Bevys, 
Brigg and Briggs, Brook and Brooks, Ball and 
Balles, Beal and Beals, Davy and Davys, Edward 
and Edwards, &c. It occurred to me that the 
final s here simply means ‘‘ son of,” read short ; 
and this idea is strongly corroborated by the 
fact that we have Bott followed by Botts and 
Bottesone, Colle by Colles and Colleson, 
Denny by Dennis and Dennison, and that in 
the recently issued ‘ History of Cromer’ (App. 
]xxvi) I find the singular form of ‘ Richardson 
alias Riches,” which would seem to be a strong 
corroboration of my suggestion. This suggestion 
may be a stale one, but I do not find it in any 
works on surnames to which I have access, and 
in any case I should like to know whether the 
form occurs in other countries than England.

MR. LESLIE STEPHEN ON SIR PHILIP FRANCIS. 


Few articles in the twentieth volume of the 
‘Dictionary of National Biography’ are written 
with greater care or deserve greater praise than 
the one on Sir Philip Francis by Mr. Leslie 
Stephen. Those who know the most about the 
controversy in which Francis plays a leading 
part can the best appreciate that article. It is at 
once critical and judicial. While Mr. Stephen does 
not conceal his own view, he gives full effect to 
those of others. If any one should maintain that 
Francis did not write the letters signed Junius 
he must carefully consider the statements which 
Mr. Stephen has skilfully marshalled, and grapple 
with the arguments which he has luminously set 
forth. Yet even this able exposition of the Junius 
question, so far as Francis is concerned, does not 
represent the last word in the discussion. One 
thing is still lacking. It is easy to assert that 
Francis was Junius. Itis much more difficult to 
make out a case for Francis so plausible and ap- 
parently complete as Mr. Stephen hasdone. The 
one thing needful is proof ; and of actual, incon- 
trovertible proof there is the same absence now 
as there was when Mr. John Taylor, having first 
demonstrated to his own satisfaction that Dr. 
Francis and his son were the joint writers of the 
letters signed Junius, then proceeded to demon- 
strate, with sublime confidence in his judgment, 
that Sir Philip Francis was the sole author. 

Before I proceed to present some difficulties 

which still remain to puzzle inquirers, let me 
point out the one important slip which I con- 
sider Mr. Stephen to have made. As the words 
are material, [ give them in full. Mr. Stephen 
writes that Francis claimed 
“in a private note to Belsham’s ‘ History ’ (ed. 1805) 
to have reported the speeches of Mansfield and 
Chatham on 9th January, 1770, and all Chatham’s 
speeches on the Middlesex election, &c., in this year 
(Chatham Corr. iv. 194),” 
The last figure is probably a misprint, as the 
page of the fourth volume of the ‘ Chatham Cor- 
respondence,’ where the quotation is made in a 
foot-note, is 196. This quotation runs thus :— 

“In Sir Philip Francis’s copy of Belsham’s ‘ His- 
tory of Great Britain,’ vol. 5, p. 298, sold at Evans’s in 
February, 1838, there appears the following manu- 
script note : ‘J wrote this speech for Lord Mansfield, 
as well as all those for Lord Chatham on the Middle- 
sex Election—P. F.” 

There is a difference, which I need scarcely point 
out or emphasize, between these two extracts, For 
my own part, I cannot admit that Francis, who 
plumed himself upon being a consummate master 
of English, and who wrote to Burke on the 3rd of 
November, 1790, * Once for all, I wish you would 
let me teach you to write English,” would have 
used the words, “I wrote this speech for Lord 
Mansfield,” when he meant to say, ‘I reported 
this speech of Lord Mansfield’s.” Accepting the 


words in the only sense which they can fairly 
bear, I regard them as either a fabrication by 
some one other than Francis, or else as pure 
mysiification on his part. 





I do not think that sufficient attention has 
been given to the consideration that a series 
of suppositions must be taken for granted 
by those who hold the evidence in favour of 
Francis being Junius to be conclusive. Let me 
tabulate and illustrate them, They are four in 
number. 

The first is that the handwriting of the extant 
Junian manuscripts is feigned. No evidence 
has been offered to show that the handwriting is 
not a natural one; but it isassumed that it must 
be feigned owing to its marked superiority over 
the natural hand of Francis, as well as to differ- 
ence from it. I may refer those who desire 
to learn more about the handwriting of Junius 
to what I contributed to these columns on 
‘Facts about Junius and Francis’ on August 
1lth and 25th, and September 8th, 1888. 
I shall now add that the copybook for teach- 
ing writing called ‘England’s Penman,’ by 
Cocker, was in use from the middle of the 
seventeenth to the middle of the eighteenth 
century, and that one of the forms of writing 
given there is that in which the Junian manu- 
scripts are written. Moreover, many contem- 
poraries wrote a hand resembling that of Junius, 
the Hon. Augustus Hervey being one; and were 
it not that he was absent from England at the 
time he might have been held to be Junius on 
the evidence of handwriting. A natural hand may 
be that acquired at the same time by many per- 
sons who are about the same age, and it will 
present a general resemblance in the cases of 
several who write it. A feigned hand is purely 
personal, and is not likely to be used by more 
than one penman. Asa further contribution to 
the argument in favour of the handwriting of 
the Junian manuscripts being natural, I may 
mention that I have met with several specimens 
of writing within the last few years which 
present most of its characteristics, and which 
are the natural hands of living persons. 
The handwriting of the extant manuscripts of 
the late Mr. Dilke resembles that of Francis 
more than that of Francis resembles the hand- 
writing of Junius. Finally, on this head, I may 
repeat what I have said before, that if the hand- 
writing of the Junian manuscripts is a natural 
one, Francis could not have been Junius. 

The second assumption is that all the personal 
statements in the private notes from Junius to 
Woodfall must be interpreted by the rule of 
contraries. Mr. Dilke first suggested this, and it 
is the only important observation by him which 
is open to dispute. Supposing this method of 
interpretation to be adopted, what would follow ? 
A few instances will serve for arguments in this 
case. Thus, when Junius writes, ‘‘Our corre- 
spondence is attended with difficulties,” he is to 
be taken as meaning ‘‘ Our correspondence is 
unimpeded”; when he writes that ‘‘I must be 
more cautious than ever. I am sure I should 
not survive a discovery three days ; or, if I did, 
they would attaint me by bill,” he means that 
there was no fear of discovery or of its conse- 
quences ; when he writes, “ After long experience 
of the world, I affirm before God, I never knew 
a rogue who was not unhappy,” he means to 
impose upon Woodfall by concealing his youth 
and lack of experience ; when he writes, “The 
gentleman who transacts the conveyancing part 
of our correspondence tells me there was much 
difficulty last night,” he means to dupe Woodfall 
with the notion that one person wrote the letters 
and another delivered them; when he writes 
that he does not desire any share in the profits 
of the published volumes, and says, ‘‘ As for 
myself, be assured that I am far above all 
pecuniary views, and no other person I think 
has any claim to share with you,” he means 
that he is a poor and grasping man, who makes 
a false parade of independence and generosity. 
Be it noted in passing that the second clause in 
the sentence last quoted has not had the atten- 
tion which an ingenious interpreter or com- 
mentator might give to it. More absurd con- 
clusions have been drawn from the statements 





of Junius than one to the effect of ‘‘no other 
person I think has any claim to share with you” 
implying that some other person than Junius 
might prefer a claim ; in other words, that Junius 
did not stand or act alone. The words upon 
which I have just commented may be read in 
conjunction with the passage, which has been 
treated as a mere ‘‘blind,” and which runs: 
“ The truth is, there are people about me whom 
I would wish not to contradict, and who had 
rather see Junius in the papers, ever so im- 
properly, than not at all.” When Junius writes 
to Wilkes declining his offer of tickets for a ball 
at the Mansion House, and says, “ My age and 
figure would do little credit to my partner,” he 
is supposed, according to the rule of contraries, to 
mean that he was a young man who would grace 
a ball-room. When Junius writes to Lord Chat- 
ham, ‘‘ Retired and unknown, I live in the 
shade, and have only a speculative ambition,” 
he must be taken to mean that he is a public 
character eager for distinction and place. 

I cannot see any grounds for doubting (1) 
that the correspondence between Junius and 
Woodfall was attended with difficulties ; (2) 
that it was necessary for Junius to be careful, 
and that, if he were identified, he would bo 
punished ; (3) that his experience of the world 
had been long, and that he had observed a rogue 
to be always unhappy ; (4) that some difficulty 
had been really experienced by the gentleman 
who transacted ‘‘the conveyancing part of our 
correspondence,” and that such a gentleman was 
no figment of Junius’s brain ; (5) that Junius 
was not mercenary, and could afford to be 
generous; (6) that he was either too old or 
too bad a dancer to figure at a ball; and 
(7) that he was retired and unknown. Unless 
others who have read what I have just written 
disagree with my conclusions, it is unnecessary 
to adduce arguments in support of them. If 
these conclusions appear sensible, if not obvious, 
then nothing more needs be said. 

The third assumption is that Junius must 
have been a clerk in the War Office. The only 
ground for this is that Francis was a clerk in 
the War Office. I submit that the assumption 
requires a better basis before it can be ad- 
mitted to be solid. 

The fourth is that the miscellaneous letters 
attributed to Junius by Dr. Mason Good and 
George Woodfall were written by him. These 
men were guided by internal evidence in select- 
ing them just as they were in affixing dates 
to the undated private letters of Junius to 
Woodfall. No evidence is more untrustworthy 
or deserves less respect than evidence which 
is purely a matter of opinion. If Francis be 
Junius, and the writer of all the letters 
attributed to the latter, then he must have 
been a scoundrel who was often wicked with- 
out a motive or an advantage, and scoundrels 
are not accustomed to be wicked for the mere 
fun of the thing. For example, in the letter 
addressed to Chatham by Junius on the 2nd of 
January, 1768, the last paragraph runs thus :— 

“ My lord, the man who presumes to give your 
lordship these hints, admires your character without 
servility, and is convinced that, if this country can 
be saved, it must be saved by Lord Chatham’s spirit, 
by Lord Chatham’s abilities.” 

One of the miscellaneous letters, which ap- 
peared in the Public Advertiser on the 22nd of 
December, 1767—that is, eleven days before the 
foregoing letter was written—ends as follows :— 

“Now, Mr. Woodfall, I entirely agree with Mr. Maca- 
roni that this country docs owe more to Lord Chat- 
ham than it can ever repay ; for to him we OWE the 
greatest part of our national debt; and THAT I am 
sure we never can repay...... I cannot bear to see so 
much incense offered to an Idol, who s0 little de- 
serves it.” 

While admiring the skill with which Mr. 
Leslie Stephen has discussed many questions 
which arise when the career of Francis 15 
considered, I regret that he has not widened 
his survey and dealt with several matters 
which, when fully considered, might have 4

bearing upon his conclusion. That conelusion, 
though guardedly stated, conveys the belief on 
his part of Francis being Junius. Whether 
Francis did or did not write the letters signed 
Junius may be deemed by others than Mr. 
Frederic Harrison and Carlyle unworthy of a 
moment’s thought. “As if it could matter the 
value of a brass farthing to any human being 
who was the author of Junius!” was the con- 
temptuous exclamation of Carlyle. I think, on 
the other hand, that what Mr. Dilke wrote in 
the Athenewm on the 22nd of July, 1848, still 
holds good :— 

“We are not of opinion that the identification of 
Junius is a question of great national importance : 
but it is one of literary curiosity—a sort of Eikon 
Basilike mystery — something more stirring and 
important than ‘who was the man in the iron 
mask ?’” 

I purpose writing more on the subject in an 
article on ‘ Theories about Junius.’

A LETTER OF DICKENS. 


THE following letter has turned up in the 
records of the Supreme Court at the Cape. The 
Eastern Province Herald had begun republishing 
‘Great Expectations’ in its columns, and when the 
editor was stopped by an “ interdict,” he did not 
contest the point, but wrote apologizing, and 
quietly added :— 

“ Postal facilities in this colony are none of the 
best, and I knew that, in the absence of an inland 
book post, in the columns of the astern Province 
Herald your tale would find its way to many a 
farmhouse where All the Year Round, or indeed 
any other periodical, would never enter, I had 
even thought you might feel gratified by such a 
result, but it appears I was mistaken,” 


To this Dickens replied :— 

Gad’s Hill Place, Higham by Rochester, Kent, 
Twelfth November, 1861. 

Srr,—The straightforward and manly letter I have 
received from you, dated the 16th of September, 
enables me to assure you that I am quite satisfied 
with the end of the difference between us, Let me 
explain to you, that in asserting 4 rights as an Eng- 
lish writer, I put wholly aside such questions as the 
circulation or profit attendant on their infringement. 
I consider ~~" one of a class who are sufficiently 
outraged in being despoiled after death; and I have 
a special reason for protecting my property, on prin- 
ciple, while I am alive, derived from the Court of 
Chancery. Some years ago, when I made application 
there for relief from a new kind of piracy, which, if 
it had been successful, would have established a com- 
[tine ip spi system of fraud before unheard of, I 

eard it gravely argued that because I had submitted 
to be pirated before, I had lost my remedy in equity. 
I was so far edified by the discussion as to resolve 
that I assuredly never would submit to be pirated 
again if I knew it, and to this resolution I always 
adhere. In reference to Byer suggestion that you 
might have been cautioned before legal proceedings 
were taken, I beg to reply that you certainly should 
have been but for your distance from home here, 
and the consequent delay that must have arisen.—

MR. F. W. COSENS. 

Many of our readers will be sorry to hear of 
the death of Mr. F. W. Cosens, who under his 
initials ‘‘ F. W. C.,” contributed at one time fre- 
quently to the Atheneum and to Notes and 
Queries. Early engaged in the wine trade, Mr. 
Cosens was the architect of his own fortunes ; he 
became one of the largest importers of sherry 
in London, and he also acquired an inti- 
mate knowledge of the language and literature 
of Spain. He used his wealth wisely. He 
formed a fine collection of pictures by modern 
artists, which he was always ready to lend to 
exhibitions, and he amassed a valuable library 
of English and Spanish books. He was keenly 
interested in Shakspearean questions, and he 
had copies made at Simancas of all of Gon- 
domar’s papers relating to his two English 
embassies, in the hope of finding some allusions 
to Shakspeare or dramatic literature. He was 
disappointed in this hope, but he subsequently 
lent his copies to Prof. Rawson Gardiner, who 
found them of much service in revising his 
history. Mr. Cosens translated one of Count 
Lucanor’s stories, owing to its similarity to the 
plot of ‘The Taming of the Shrew’; he also printed 
privately a translation of MRojas’s famous 
drama, which is founded on the same story as 
‘Romeo and Juliet’ ; he completed a version of 
‘The Poem of the Cid,’ and began a version 
of Calderon’s ‘Cisma de Inglaterra,’ which, 
however, he did not finish. He also published 
a small book on the history of sherry. He 
was a member of the Academy of San Fernando, 
and also of the Academia Espaiiola de la Lengua. 
To the small and apparently diminishing group 
of Englishmen who care for Spanish literature 
his death is a great blow. Kind, courteous, and 
liberal, he had a singular gift of attaching his 
friends to him, and he will be deeply mourned. 
He had been in delicate health for some years, 
and expired suddenly on Tuesday morning of 
angina pectoris.

Tue English text of the new Roxburghe 
Club edition of the ‘Travels of Sir John 
Mandeville’ is taken from the unpublished 
version in Egerton MS. 1982, which 
differs widely from the current version, and 
is in many respects superior. The volume, 
which is altogether of a sumptuous character, 
also contains the French text, never before 
printed in England, and it is illustrated with 
reproductions of the beautiful fifteenth cen- 
tury Flemish miniatures in Additional MS. 
24,189. In the notes an attempt has been 
made to trace every statement of the author 
to its source, the result being to confirm the 
evidence already adduced by Sir H. Yule in 
the ‘Encyclopedia Britannica,’ and more 
recently by Dr. Bovenschen in the Zeitschrift 
fir Erdkunde, to show that the so-called 
‘Travels’ are an elaborate fraud. The vexed 
question of the author’s identity is fully dis- 
cussed in the introduction. 


Mr. J. P. Epwonp is going to issue, in 
conjunction with Mr. Robert Dickson, the 
‘Annals of Scottish Printing, from the In- 
troduction of the Art in 1507 to the Be- 
ginning of the Seventeenth Century.’ The 
lives of all Scottish printers, with their 
wills and inventories, are given, together 
with a bibliographical account of each of 
their books, and occasional short notices of 
the writers. In nearly every case the de- 
scriptions are taken from the books them- 
selves, and where they are taken from a 
previous writer the authority is given. The 
illustrations number upwards of seventy, 
and consist of facsimiles of title-pages, wood- 
cuts, &c. The book will be published by 
Messrs. Macmillan & Bowes, of Cambridge, 
early in January. ‘The edition is limited to 
five hundred demy quarto and one hundred 
royal quarto, each copy signed and num- 
bered. 

Mr. Girren’s paper to be read at the 
meeting of the Statistical Society on Tuesday 
next, on ‘Another Ten Years’ Accumulations 
of Capital,’ consists in fact of extracts from 
a book which is about to be published by 
Messrs. Bell & Sons under the title of 
‘The Growth of Capital.’ In continuing 
the study which he began in 1878 with his 
paper on ‘ Recent Accumulations of Capital 
in the United Kingdom,’ Mr. Giffen found 
the work grow on his hands, and the result 
is a book which is largely occupied with a 
review of similar studies in previous times, 
showing the growth of capital, according to 
contemporary estimates on much the same 
plan as Mr. Giffen has adopted, from 1600 
to the present time. 


Dr. BricstockE Suerparp, of Canterbury 
Cathedral Library, has just had the good 
fortune to recover the missing Monastic 
Register of Christ Church, Canterbury, 
which contains the record of the transactions 
of the Chapter acting as custodes spirituali- 
tatis of the see during the interregnum 
between the death of one archbishop and 
the election of his successor. The dates 
range from 1292, after the death of John 
Peckham, to 1349, when, during the time 
of the ‘Black Death,” there were four 
archbishops in thirteen months. This re- 
gister was last heard of in 1863, when Dean 
Hook referred to it for materials for the 
life of Archbishop Winchelsey. Dr. Shep- 





pard, who has been offering rewards for its 
recovery during the last twenty-five years, 
has now found it himself. 

In the new and cheaper edition of Mr. 
Bryce’s book on ‘The American Common- 
wealth,’ which willbe published immediately 
by Messrs. Macmillan & Oo., the chapter on 
“The Tweed Ring,” which is the subject of 
a pending action for libel, will be omitted. 


Mr. AtFrrED Hvuaeues, of the Manchester 
Grammar School, has been elected to the 
head-mastership of the schools of the Liver- 
pool Institute, vacant by the retirement of 
the Rev. J. Sephton. 

Tue Christmas volume of the ‘“ Canter- 
bury Poets” will be ‘Humorous Poetry of 
the Century,’ edited by Mr. Ralph Caine, of 
the Liverpool Mercury, a younger brother 
of the novelist. The collection will include 
various new pieces. 

‘Tue Lire or Carmen Sytva (QUEEN oF 
RovmantA),’ translated from the German 
by the Baroness Deichmann, and containing 
four portraits, will be published immediately 
by the newly amalgamated firms, Messrs. 
Kegan Paul, Trench, Triibner & Co. 

Dr. Fircn has been made a Chevalier 
of the Legion of Honour, in recognition 
of the services he has rendered during 
several years to the professors of French 
normal colleges, who have, under the 
direction of the Department of Public In- 
struction in France, visited this country 
for the purpose of acquiring a knowledge of 
English systems of training and instruction. 

Messrs. Macuittan & Oo. will publish 
immediately in their ‘Golden Treasury 
Series”? a small volume of ballads, lyrics, 
and sonnets selected from the works of Mr. 
Longfellow. 

Tue January number of the English Iilus- 
trated Magazine will contain articles on 
‘Competition and Co-operation among 
Women,’ by Mrs. Jeune and Mr. W. J.

RECENT PUBLICATIONS, 


Woodland, Moor, and Stream: being the Notes 
of a Naturalist. Edited by J. A. Owen. (Smith, 
Elder & Co.)—The name of the author of this 
small volume does not appear on the title-page, 
but in a short preface Mr. Owen says: ‘‘ These 
sketches of natural history, which it has been a 
pleasant task to me to edit, are from the hand 
of a friend of ours, a skilled workman, who has 
made the study of wild creatures in their native 
haunts the passion of his life and the exclusive 
occupation of his leisure hours.” Be he who he 
may, these essays ate worth all the productions 
of the school of Richard Jefferies put together ; 
and as a specimen of word-painting the descrip- 
tion of the quaint old fishing village close to the 
edge of the North Kent marshes—in the chapter 
‘“How I became a Naturalist” —can hardly be 
surpassed. Excellent also is ‘‘ A Winter's Day 
in the Marshes”; and highly pathetic is the 
story of the writer’s visit to the district after an 
absence of some years, and his being directed by 
the flapping, cackling gulls to the body of one of 
his old school companions, which the tide had 
brought to the edge of the sea-wall. There is a 
true ring about this, and although it brings with 
it a certain reminiscence of the death of Steer- 
forth, no one, we think, will impute plagiarism to 
the author. His thorough acquaintance with the 
habits of wild animals is shown by his account 
of the otter in its haunts on the banks of the 
Mole ; and as regards the badger, he is aware of 
a fact known to comparatively few, namely, that 
this plantigrade is especially fond of young rab- 
bits. But even from a writer of his general 
accuracy we must demur to the statement that 
the kestrel will cut off the head of a decoy wood- 
pigeon at a single stroke, carry away “ turkey- 
poults of some considerable size,” or single out, 
chase, and kill a peewit; for we cannot help 
thinking that in some cases the little tercel or 
male of the peregrine, and in others the sparrow- 
hawk, must have been the real culprit. We should 
be obliged for information as tothe whereabouts of 
some of the pictures of bird-life in the marshes 
by Francis Barlow, the Lincolnshire painter, 
especially the large canvas representing a marsh- 
harrier dashing into a team of wild ducks, to 
which the author alludes. His inquiry why 
the question of the successive stages of plumage 
in some birds of prey is not settled by keeping 
examples in confinement can easily be answered. 
The reason is that, unless provided with their 
natural food, the falcons, as well as the lower 
hawks and eagles, will not moult ‘‘ true,” and the 
latter are sometimes an unconscionable time in 
assuming their adult dress. We can endorse 
from experience the accuracy of the description 
of the little owl (Athene noctua of course, not 
the northern pigmy owl), and its amusing antics 
as a pet; the wonder is that this species is not 
more frequently domesticated, for it is very 
amiable, and Dutch birds are cheap enough, a 
cageful being often on view in Leadenhall 
Market. The objection to thrushes on the part 
of the author’s pet must have been an individual 
peculiarity, for, notwithstanding its small size, 
this owl in a wild state feeds largely on thrushes, 
which it catches when they are roosting at night. 
There are a few slips of the pen ; for instance, 
where Farmer Giles is described as uncorking 
and sipping “a two-gallon bottle,” a feat which 
would tax the muscles as well as the throat of 
Gargantua, and, again, the emu is quite un- 
known in New Zealand ; but, apart from these 
trifles, the book is capitally written, full of good 
stories, and thoroughly commendable. 





Iron and Steel Manufacture: a Text-Book for 
Beginners. By Arthur H. Hiorns. (Macmillan 
& Co.)—This is a lucid treatise, dealing briefly, 
but intelligibly, with the history, chemistry, and 
practice of the branch of metallurgy referred to. 
As a book of reference it will be of value to 
many readers. The application to ‘‘ beginners ” 
is a wider question. There can be little doubt 
that any youth who could store up in his memory 
for a few months the information here condensed, 
and systematized by the sets of questions, 
would be likely to take a high place in the 
‘‘orade examinations” for which the author 
desires to afford help. But what would be the 
effect on his mind at the end of those few months, 
or, at least, one or two years after obtaining 
his pass, is another story. Condensing know- 
ledge is an effort which each practical student 
must perform for himself, and the more com- 
plete and exact is the précis set before him, 
and the less he is called on for any effort but 
that of the memory, the more will he miss the 
healthy stimulus afforded by difficulties in the 
path of learning. Where everything is done 
for him, he is likely to do but little for himself. 
To have knowledge made easily accessible is 
one thing, to have the facuities tempered and 
sharpened by the process of learning is another ; 
and it is possible that the more completely the 
first end may be attained, the greater will be the 
failure as to the more important process. Mr. 
Hiorns is so far a master of his subject that he 
seems to forget the time required to grasp it, 
even with all aids to learning present. Sucha 
reference as ‘‘ Horner says,” on the first page of 
the introduction, duss not convey much light to 
a beginner. ‘‘ Mr. Allen lowers into the ladle 
of steel a rotating paddle,” ‘‘M. Pourcel says 
silicon is always found,” “ Mushet cast a head 
of metal,” and the like, are references only of 
value as likely to gain marks, unless the pupil is 
directed whence to get the flesh to put on the 
skeleton, which is not here the case. In fact, in 
the secular struggle between academic and prac- 
tical teaching Mr. Hiorns is an advocate of the 
former,

SOCIETY OF ANTIQUARIES.—Dee. 5.—Dr. J. 
Evans, President, in the chair.—Mr. H. Montagu 
exhibited a medal of Frederick, Prince Palatine, 
and his wife Flizabeth, 1613.—Prof. J. H. Middleton 
communicated a paper on a Roman villa at Spoonley 
Wood, Gloucestershire—Dr. H. Hicks exhibited 
Roman pottery, &c., found at Hendon Grove, 
Hendon, Middlesex.—Mr. W. Ransom exhibited 
late Celtic pottery found near Hitchin —Mr. A. J. 
Evans communicated a paper ‘On a Class of Late 
Celtic Pottery from an Ancient British Urn-field at 
Aylesford, Kent: its Gaulish Extension and Old 
Venetian (Illyro-Italic) Source.’ Reserving for 
another occasion a full account of the cemetery 
itself, which is of a kind hitherto unknown in 
Britain, and contained bronze relics of Italo-Greek 
fabric imported into this country about 100 B.c., as 
well as interesting specimens of Celtic (probably 
Belgic) metal work and coins, Mr. Evans called 
attention to a remarkable class of cinerary and other 
vases discovered in the graves, wholly differing 
from the rude traditional type of ancient British 
pottery. These were made of a lustrous black 
colour, the more elegant among them provided 
with pedestals and somewhat approaching in form 
a Greek amphora without handles. In most cases 
they were surrounded by beads or raised “ cordons”’ 
which divided them intozones. The author showed 
that vessels of analogous forms might be traced 
through an extensive Gaulish tract between the 
Channel and the Alps, occupied by the Belgic tribes 
and their eastern neighbours. He next connected 
their appearance in this intermediate region with 
the contact into which the Gaulish tribes of Cisal- 
pine Gaul and the Eastern Alps were brought with 
the group of Illyro-Italic peoples inhabiting the 
regions about the head of the Adriatic, and amongst 
whom the Old Venetian race must be regarded as 
the most prominent. He showed that in the ceme- 
teries of this Illyro-Italic group—which forms a well- 
defined archeological province distinct from the 
North Etruscan and the Ligurian, and including 
besides the Veneto and Istriaa considerable Alpine 
tract—there occurred not only the clay counterparts 
of the ‘‘cordoned”’ or pedestalled vases and the 
Gaulish and Kentish deposits, but their actual 
prototypes in bronze work. He called special 
attention moreover to a transitional class, discovered 
in the cemeteries of Este and elsewhere, in which 
the record of the bronze parentage was preserved by 
the attachment to the zones of the earthenware 
vessels of bronze studs, the arrangement of which 
imitated the decoration on the sides of the bronze 
originals. In some of the Gaulish vases of the 
Rhine and Marne districts the echo of this transi- 
tional class of “studded ”’ vases was in its turn per- 
ceptible in the form of small circles and meanders 
simply engraved on the walls of the pots. In their 
evolution from bronze originals these late Celtic 
vases presented a complete contrast to the indigenous 
British pottery, which drew its origin from basket- 
work and daub. Mr. Evans further pointed out 
that the Aylesford vessels did not by any means 
stand alone on British soil. He traced the occur- 
rence of vessels, which, though as a rule inferior to 
the Kentish examples in elegance, belonged to the 
same ceramic class, on a succession of sites through- 
out South-East England, and observed that the re- 
cently discovered pottery from Hitchin in Hertford- 
shire, exhibited by Mr. Ransom that evening, be- 
longed to the same category. Such vessels seem to 
have been hitherto classed as Roman in local 
museums. He further showed that the appearance 
of this new type of “late Celtic’ vases went part 
passu with the diffusion of a new form of sepulchral 
practice, consisting of cremation interment in urns 
in the flat surface of the earth, which seemed to 
have made its way among the Gaulish tribes owing 
to contact with the same North Italian or Illyro- 
Italic region, and which gradually superseded the 
earlier “late Celtic” usage of skeleton interment. 
Altogether the Aylesford discoveries opened a new 
chapter in the history of ancient Britain, 








BRITISH ARCHZ:OLOGICAL ASSOCIATION.—Dec. 
4.—Mr. W. de Gray Birch in the chair.—Dr. A. Fryer 
reported the discovery of a mithreum at Ober, the 
altars and other antiquities from which have been 
removed to the Museum, Darmstadt. He submitted 
a specimen of the mortar sent to him to analysis, 
and described the results. Sand, carbonate of lime, 
aluminia, oxide of iron, carbonate of magnesia. 
sulphate of lime, soluble silica, with a trace of 
chlorine, were met with in varying proportions, The 
mortar, however, was poor and friable.—A long and 
interesting discussion followed.—Mr. J. W. Grover 
referred to the wisdom of keeping ancient founda- 
tions covered up, or only opened periodically; and 
Mr. Loftus Brock spoke of the effects of frost upon 
the excavated remains at Silchester, and of the use 
of poor chalk lime mortar in many domestic Roman 
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buildings—Mr. C. H. Compton and Mr. M. Steven- 
son exhibited rubbings of some fine brasses.—Mr. 
H. Syer Cuming reported the discovery of portions 
of an ancient crypt now being excavated on the site 
of the old church of St. Chad, Shrewsbury, which 
building fell down about 1770.—The first paper was 
by Mr. C. H. Compton on South Creake, Norfolk, in 
which the descent of the manors and the history of 
the church were detailed, together with many curious 
items of local information and tradition.—The second 
paper was by Mr. T. M. Wood, who, following a 
paper read at a past session, described two more 
churches in Essex which have the peculiarity of 
round towers. These were Lamersh, near Sudbury, 
and Pentlow. Both are of Norman, if not of earlier 
date, and appear to have belonged originally to 
older churches than the present ones. 





ARCH Z0LOGICAL INSTITUTE.—Dec. 5.—Rev. F. 
Spurrell in the chair.—Mr. F. C. J. Spurrell de- 
scribed the stone implements lately brought by Mr. 
Flinders Petrie from Kahun, in Egypt, some of 
which were exhibited. Amongst them were the 
axe, adze, saw, sickle, and knife. The derivation of 
the symbols of hieroglyphs from these implements 
was described, showing that very little change 
from the earliest known symbolic forms to the 
implements in use 2600 B.c. had occurred. Special 
notice was made of the sickle, tracing its develop- 
ment from the jaw of an animal whose teeth had 
been removed and replaced by flint flakes, to an 
instrument made of wood with improvements in 
shape and more regular arrangement of the stone 
cutting edge, through the bronze forms, to iron.— 
Mr, J. E. Bale communicated a paper on the ancient 
Norman font in Toftrees Church, Norfolk. The font 
in plan is square ; the bowl is supported by five short 
pillars, the centre one containing the drain pipe. The 
panels of the bowl are all elaborately carved with 
different designs, At three of the upper corners 
are sculptures representing lambs’ heads, and at the 
fourth the head of a wolf in sheep’s clothing. Mr. 
Bale contended that the Anglo-Celtic identity of 
the work was obvious. 


LINNEAN.— Dec. 5.—Mr. J. G. Baker, V.P., in the 
chair—The following were elected Fellows: Rev. 
J.H. Crawford, Major A. R. Dorward, Messrs. S. A. 
Moor, W. Rome, J. Shirley, H. L. Stonham, C. W. 
Turner, J. T. T. Valentine, J. H. Veitch, J. J. Walker, 
and J. Watson.—Mr. G. Murray exhibited and made 
some remarks upon specimens of Struvea macro- 
phylla and S. plumosa.—Mr. A. W. Bennett com- 
municated some observations on a new and a little- 
known British freshwater alg, Schizothrix anglica 
and Spheroplea annulina. It was pointed out that 
Schizothrix of the ‘ Phycologia Britannica’ is really 
an Inactis.—Mr. E. M. Holmes exhibited as a new 
British marine alga a specimen of Gracilaria 
divergens, a rare native of the warmer portions of 
the Atlantic and the Mediterranean, which had been 
recently found at Brighton by Mr. J. Myles. The 
specimen exhibited possessed tetrosporic and cysto- 
carpic fruits not described by Agardh.—Mr. Pascoe 
exhibited (with a view of eliciting information as 
to the modus operandi) a number of Crustacea and 
certain shells of the genus Phorus having various 
foreign substances attached to them.—Commenting 
upon these specimens, Prof. Stewart gave an inter- 
esting account from personal observation of the way 
in which certain Crustacea collect and adorn them- 
selves with fragments of shell, seaweed, &c., appa- 
rently as a protective covering.—Mr. T. Christ 
exhibited and made remarks on some “liquid- 
amber” or resin, Attingia eacelsa, from Cochin 
China.—A paper was read by Mr. G. Massee on the 
life-history of a stipitate freshwater alga, illus- 
trated by some excellent diagrams.—A discussion 
followed in which the Chairman, Mr. Murray, and 
Mr. Bennett took part.—In the absence of the author, 
Mr. Harting detailed the chief points of interest in 
a paper by Mr. G. Sim on the anatomy of the sand- 
grouse (Syrrhaptes paradorus) and the habits of 
this bird as tard on the sandhills of the coast 
of Aberdeenshire. A comparison was made of the 
sternum and the alimentary organs with the same 
parts in the pigeon and red grouse. 





ZOOLOGICAL.— Dec. 3.—Mr. O. Salvin, V.P., in the 
chair.—The Secretary read a report on the additions 
made to the Society’s menagerie during November. 
—Mr. Henry Seebohm exhibited and made remarks 
upon some specimens of new or rare species of 
birds lately received from the Bonin Islands, North 
Pacific ; and Mr. Sclater on an egg of the crested 
screamer (Chauna chavaria), from the collection of 
Mr. J. J. Dalgleish.—Letters and communications 
were read : from Rev. G. H. R. Fisk, on some speci- 
mens of Bipalium kewense, which he was keeping 
in captivity ut Capetown,—by Mr. F. E. Beddard, the 
first of a series of contributions to the anatomy of 
picarian birds (treating of some points in the struc- 
ture of the hornbills, Bucerotide, particularly of 

he syrinx, and of the muscular anatomy of these 








birds)—by Mr. Beddard, on the anatomy of Bur- 
meister’s cariama (Chunga burmeisteri), pointing 
out the differences between this form and Cariama 
cristata,—by Mr. G. W. Butler, on the relations of 
the fat bodies (subperitoneal and subcutaneous) of 
the Sauropsida, in which he showed that a considera- 
tion of the subperitoneal fat bodies appeared to 
throw light on the condition of the abdominal mem- 
branes in the monitors,—from the Rev. H. 8. Gor- 
ham, containing descriptions of new species of the 
coleopterous family Erotylide from various locali- 
ties—and from Mr. L, Taczanowski, on a new 
warbler of the genus Locustella from Corea, which 
he proposed to call Locustella pleskei.—Mr. Oldfield 
Thomas pointed out the characters of a new mun- 
goose, allied to Herpestes albicaudatus, which he 
eoepene to call H. grandis. The type specimen (a 
skeleton) had been obtained by Mr. T. KE. Buckley 
in South-East Africa. 





PHILOLOGICAL.— Dec. 6,—Rev. D. R. Morris, Presi- 
dent, in the chair.—Mr, W.S,. Macgowan waselected 
a Member.—The paper read was ‘On the Origin of 
Indo-European Suffixes,’ by Mr. R. T. Elliott. After 
noticing the theories of Schlegel, Bopp, Westphal, A. 
Ludwig, Sayce, and Delbruck, he contended that these 
were founded on a priori reasoning. He proposed 
to try a posteriori, from historic forms to prehis- 
toric : ly was from like; -hood, G. heit, was in Gothic 
a separate word ; L.-iter wasa noun : (1) one origin 
of suffixes is composition ; (2) other suffixes come 
from doubled and trebled suffixes ; (3) others from 
false analogy, as egotism from despotism (or tdiotism, 
Bradley), and many in Latin and Greek. The first 
words were sentence-words like here! here? Re- 
lations were afterwards expressed by added words, 
the most frequently used of which ultimately be- 
came suffixes, and introduced great diversity of 
form and inflection. In course of time this diversity 
became largely reduced.

CHRISTMAS BOOKS, 


THE edition, in two volumes, of The Complete 
Angler ; or, the Contemplative Man’s Recreation, 
of Izaak Walton and Charles Cotton, with an 
introduction by Mr. J. Russell Lowell, which 
has been issued in the States by Messrs. Little, 
Brown & Co., and in London by Messrs. Mac- 
millan, professes to be an édition de luxe. The 
price asked for it is two and a half guineas nett. 
Anglers are a guileless race, and it is well to put 
them on their guard. The illustrations, which 
have been collected from everywhere and any- 
where, are unsatisfactory throughout. For the 
most part they appear to have been “ processed” 
very unskilfully. The plates are not good, and 
the woodcuts are decidedly bad. Some of the 
illustrations of the fishes are simply execrable. 
John Thompson’s engravings of the fishes in 
Major’s edition of 1822 are worthy of high 
praise; but the fishes in this American 
book would disgrace a sixpenny edition. Mr. 
Lowell, in his very interesting introduction, says 
that the ‘Complete Angler’ has escaped every 
peril to which editing could expose it, “‘ even the 
crowning one of illustration.” A rare crown, 
indeed, the Boston publishers have provided for 
Walton—a crown with the jewels all left out and 
the gold only pinchbeck. 


AN interesting work, illustrated by some 
of the finest photographic portraits that we 
have seen, is Representative Men of India, 
by Mr. Sorabji Jehangir, chief magistrate 
of Baroda, with an introduction by Sir George 
Birdwood, and published by Messrs. Allen 
& Co. The cover of the volume is gaudy and 
in bad taste, but the contents are worthy of 
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note, and consist of a collection of illustrated 
memoirs of Indian princes, nobles, statesmen, 
philanthropists, officials, and other eminent men. 
Sir George Birdwood’s preface shows that 
he has given his approval to the book because 
he thinks it likely to promote goodwill be- 
tween Government and governed. The volume 
is dedicated to the Queen-Empress by Her 
Majesty’s permission ; contains portraits and 
memoirs of the Nizam, the Gaekwar, the Maha 
Rao of Kutch, of Lord Northbrook, Lord Ripon, 
Sir James Fergusson, Lord Reay, Sir William 
Wedderburn, Asman Jah, the chief Parsee 
gentlemen of Bombay, and many others ; and 
if it has that success with which we trust that it 
may meet, will probably be succeeded by others. 
The portraits are prepared by the Woodbury 
process, and the credit for them is given to 
Messrs. Vincent Brooks, Day & Son. It will be 
noticed from the names that we have given 
that the present volume deals chiefly with 
Western India and with Hyderabad, and there 
will be room, if it succeeds, for at least three 
other volumes, dealing with Eastern India, 
Bengal, and the Punjab and North-West. We 
congratulate Mr. Sorabji upon his English style. 

Randolph Caldecott’s Sketches (Low & Co.) 
contains a selection, published for the first time 
in a cheap form, of the minor works of the 
clever designer to whom we are indebted for 
charming illustrations of character in the hunting 
field, and in nursery legends of great antiquity. 
Some of them have not appeared before on 
this side of the Atlantic. If not ranking among 
the more ambitious works of Caldecott, which 
have been much overpraised by injudicious 
admirers, the collection of odds and ends abounds 
in his joyfulness and lively fun, his bright and 
frank sense of the ludicrous, and that true 
feeling for the fresh and unexpected aspect of 
things which is said to constitute wit. Amongst 
the best is ‘The Toy Country,’ a laughable 
idyl showing wooden toys in a world of their 
own, and consisting of the trees with curly 
foliage, the “Noah’s Ark” gentleman, the 
woman carved in pine, the poodle with shaved 
body and horrent mane and tail, the silhouettes 
of pigs and dogs, and the bull with a bell about 
his neck. The ‘ Nice Little Dinner’ is worthy 
of Leech, and somewhat more robust. No one 
entered with more taste and zest into the 
ways and looks of Breton peasants than Calde- 
cott. Of this there is ample evidence in 
his ‘Summer in Brittany.’. Few draw an Eng- 
lish landscape more prettily than he who gave 
us ‘Coursing: the Slip’—Mr. E. Nister sends 
us three pretty little volumes, being The First 
Christmas, with illustrations by W. Paget, which, 
if not very precious, are not without merit; 
Round the Hearth, with neat and tasteful cuts, 
some in colours, and all bright and simple ; and 
From Leaf to Leaf, a volume of pleasing poems 
of sentiment and nice and suitable designs, some 
of which are decidedly good and daintily drawn 
in monochrome. The poems are mostly by Miss 
H. M. Waithman. Mr. R. E. Mack edited the 
latter two books.—From Messrs. Blackie & Son 
we have Flower Painting for Beginners, by E. 
Nisbet, comprising plain instructions and effec- 
tive examples printed in colours, and more than 
usually suited for their purpose. Tolerable is 
British Landscape and Coast Scenery, by E. 
Duncan. The outlines and coloured examples 
are a little heavy and dull, but very easy to 
copy ; and intelligible, if commonplace instruc- 
tions for beginners are added. Marine Paint- 
ing, by the same author, is a similar work 
demanding identical criticism. The sea suits 
Mr. Duncan better than the land, and there 
is more “go” in his ‘‘ copies” of it.— From 
Messrs. Marcus Ward & Co. we have The 
Kelpie’s Fiddle - Bow, illustrated by E. Shute, 
with neat little drawings of spirited designs, 
which may please some children. Drifting Leaves, 
by S. Doudney, is prettily decorated with draw- 
ings of leaves, some of them printed in gold 
and colours, and charming landscapes. The 





verses are neither flabby nor goody, many of the 
examples are truly pathetic, and the book as a 
whole ought to please girls of refinement. 
Where Lilies Live and Waters Wind Away com- 
prises, with simple and sentimental verses fit 
for young children, not a few nice and brightly 
coloured designs of infants at play. These and 
similar instances on our table, which seem to 
have been printed in Germany, show a surpris- 
ing improvement in the taste of the artists, and, 
above all, in their sense of colour-harmonies. 
Such things as ‘By the River’ are, so far as 
they go, very charming indeed. The Wreath, 
and other Pastorals, is illustrated by “Tring 
Pearce,” who designs, draws, and colours his 
dainty cuts of lovers and lasses with extreme 
facility and spirit. The verses are bright, 
sprightly, and well chosen. The book is rather 
above the level of children. — From Messrs. 
Griffith, Farran & Co. we have Sing Me a 
Song, words by E. Oxenford, and music by 
A. S. Gatty, to which, but in a lesser degree, 
the praise we have bestowed on ‘ Where Lilies 
Live’ is due. The illustrations are by various 
hands. It is a nice little book. From the same 
firm come the ‘‘ Newbery House Toy-Books,” 
being The Book of Playmates, The Book of 
Bow-wows, The Book of Dicky - Birds, The 
Book of Dollies, and The Book of Pussy - Cats, 
variously illustrated with cuts suitable for 
very young children, and infantile texts to 
match. With these may be classed ‘‘ The 
Old Corner Series”: Little Red Riding Hood, 
Puss in Boots, Peter Piper, A Apple Pie, The 
Fairy Tale Alphabet, and Cinderella. In these 
the cuts to ‘Peter Piper’ are better than the 
others, but none of them is more than common- 
place. The covers are garish and trivial ; the 
best is that of ‘ Peter Piper.’ A Ring of Rhymes, 
by E. L. Shute, contains some pretty little 
and simple verses and tolerable cuts of children. 
Some other People, by Miss A. Weber, is illus- 
trated by various hands of unequal powers 
and skill, reproduced in a uniformly neat and 
mechanical manner. Miss Weber’s part of the 
work is above the average.—Otto in Search of 
the Fuiries, by C. C. Eden, is illustrated by R. 
André (Sonnenschein & Co.). It is a juvenile 
romance, of a pious and heroic strain, a little 
too ambitious and serious for children, but 
wholesome in its sentiment, and made accept- 
able owing to the designs, some of which are 
graceful and nicely reproduced.—Messrs. Grevel 
& Co. have issued Curious Creatures, a movable 
toy-book of animals, by L. Meggendorfer. In 
these you pull handles and thus shift parts of 
the plates, such as the claws of a lobster over 
his body. The results are unexpected and 
sometimes amusing. The device is old, but the 
examples are new, and the whole will be wel- 
comed by nurseries of new -comers.—Messrs. 
Allen & Co. are responsible for The Octave 
Family, by W. Bishop, a tale of musical rabbits, 
which has the charms of having no cover and 
being printed on a sort of sugar-paper. Beyond 
these it is of no account. The cuts are rubbish. 
—Those were the Days is a ‘* poem ” (as she calls 
it) by Mrs. T. Kelly, with illustrations of Mr. T. 
Kelly. It is distinguished by its frontispiece, 
a portrait of a young lady in the latest stage of 
imbecility, two or three other heads of which the 
extreme silliness suits the bad drawing, and floral 
borders it would be hard to praise, even although 
they seem to have been done with a “B” 
pencil, as in old-fashioned ladies’ schools, to 
which category of works the landscapes accom- 
panying the borders, and the least bad of all the 
cuts, are closely related. Although Mrs. Kelly is 
not a poet, there is no harm in her writing what 
she likes; but she had better not publish any- 
thing more. We should think it would be 
impossible to teach Mr. Kelly to draw. Messrs. 
Dean & Son have unwisely published this book. 











NEW PRINTS. 


Tue art of Sir Edwin Landseer was never 
better represented than by his very large picture 
‘A Swannery invaded by Sea Eagles,’ for an 
artist's proof of a noble plate of which, engraved 
by Mr. J. B. Pratt, we are indebted to Messrs, 
T. Agnew & Son. When the original was at the 
Academy in 1869 it recalled to mind the artist’s 
best works. It was the last of his pictures 
of any considerable importance that was exhi- 
bited during his lifetime. It belongs to the 
Marquis of Northampton, who, having already 
contributed it to the gathering of Landseers 
formed by the Academicians in 1874, in which 
it was No. 156, generously lent it to the pub- 
lishers of the print. One of the largest of his 
works, it measures 74in. by 109in. Sir Edwin 
told the present writer that for more than thirty 
years it had remained unfinished in his studio, 
seen only by his intimate friends, and therefore 
almost unknown to the world at large. It is 
thus easy to understand why it comes a good 
deal nearer to Snyders’s manner than any 
picture Landseer had produced for many years ; 
indeed, since he had ceased to be a young 
man he had rarely worked with so much solidity 
and firmness. The execution of a good deal 
of the later portion is due to Mr. G. D. Leslie. 
From the hills which overlook the ocean the 
fierce brown birds have descended upon the 
white swans, and attacked them with beaks 
and claws. One has a big swan by the throat, 
and just below the bill that vainly bites 
his thigh, while with a dreadful yellow claw 
he tears the downy breast of his victim, so 
that the blood streams over it. Yet the 
swan fights well, and delivers smashing blows 
with his wings. The effect of this mode of 
defence is seen on the body of another eagle, 
which, with the ravenous yelp of his kind, 
returns to the attack on a second swan, and 
will certainly get the best of it. Between her 
still- fighting fellows a third swan lies dead, 
with a grey cygnet beside her. In the air above 
the nest, which lies low among the reeds, other 
swans flutter away, but in vain, for other eagles 
are there to destroy the last of those who, to 
use a picturesque Scriptural phrase, built near 
the robbers. Far-off wreaths of sea mist drive 
low across the marsh. The design may be thus 
explained, and to the design, and indeed to the 
other merits of the work, the print does ample 
justice. The colour is but indifferent, so that 
all the finest elements of the picture are repro- 
duced in the etching. 

On the whole, the finest Romney known to us 
is Earl Cathcart’s portrait of Louisa, born Cath- 
cart, successively Viscountess Stormont and, 
in her own right, Countess of Mansfield. She 
was likewise Deputy Ranger of Richmond Park. 
The third daughter of Charles, ninth Baron 
Cathcart, and Jane, born Hamilton, she had for 
her eldest sister Jane, Duchess of Atholl; her 
second sister Mary, the greatest beauty of all, 
when very young, married Mr. (afterwards 
Sir Thomas) Graham, created for his services 
in the Peninsula Lord Lynedoch, and of her two 
fine portraits by Gainsborough are in the Scot- 
tish National Gallery and at Castle Howard 
respectively. The Hon. Louisa Cathcart married, 
as his second wife, David, seventh Viscount Stor- 
mont, who inherited the earldom of Mansfield 
in 1793. He died in 1796, and in 1797 she 
married the Hon. Robert Fulke-Greville, son of 
the first Earl of Brooke and Warwick. She had 
children by both her husbands, and died July 
11th, 1843, one of the latest survivors of Rom- 
ney’s sitters. It was she who, as Dowager 
Countess of Mansfield, befriended Wilkie in 
1806, and induced her somewhat stingy son 
William, third Earl of Mansfield, to buy ‘The 
Village Politicians,’ which is now in the National 
Gallery. Romney’s portrait was painted, we 
believe, while the lady was unmarried, and its 
noble design, one of the simplest and purest of 
Romney’s, was, we have no doubt, borrowed by 
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him from an antique gem. It shows almost in 
profile the nearly whole-length figure seated with 
knees close crossed and arms folded at her breast, 
while her eyes are fixed on the distance, and a 
day-dream seems to soften the aspect of her face. 
After Romney’s mode she wears a thin classic 
robe, partly open at the bust and forming 
beautiful drapery about her. A greyish-purple 
scarf lies across her knees. The picture is nearly 
life size, and was at the National Portrait Exhi- 
bition of 1868 (it had not been previously shown), 
and No. 109 at the Grosvenor Gallery in 1888, 
when it commanded unlimited admiration. Since 
then Earl Cathcart has refused 12,000/. for it. 
It was engraved while she was Lady Stormont 
by J. R. Smith, and, with her name, published 
in 1781. It has now been re-engraved by Mr. 
T. Appleton. The face is a very little older than 
that of the picture, but otherwise Mr. Appleton 
has most happily reproduced the severe, pure, 
and classic grace of the likeness, the retined 
drawing of Romney, his harmonies of tone and 
chiaroscuro, the fine keeping of the background, 
and the refinement of every element. It is alto- 
gether a covetable example, for an artist’s proof 
of which we are indebted to Messrs. P. & D. 
Colnaghi. 

Among the most brilliant and attractive of the 
publications of MM. Boussod, Valadon & Co. 
are reproductions in colours, approaching their 
originals in a wonderful degree, and far superior 
to anything else of the kind that we know. We 
have praised several of them, but enjoyed none 
of them more than ‘Selling Cakes in Kensing- 
ton Gardens,’ transcribed in a perfect manner 
from a sketch by M. F. Flameng. The effect 
of sunlight and its clear and cool shadows on 
the bright hues of the dresses and foliage is 
most delicately and truly given. The distance is 
equal in merit to the more vivid front, and the 
whole is a charming modern Watteau. We have 
from the same firm eleven of their ‘‘ miniature 
engravings,” copies of fine or pretty modern 
pictures of note, mostly by artists of renown, 
reduced to about the size of a playing-card, and 
very well suited to serve as memoranda of 
pictures to be studied or to be sent as 
souvenirs. The prettiest of them is the copy of 
‘Madame Polichinelle,’ a fair masquerader as 
Mrs. Punch, by M. E. Bayard. ‘ Madame Arle- 
quin,’ its pendant, after the same painter, is very 
pretty and very saucy, a buxom wench dressed 
as Harlequin. A great contrast to these are the 
copies of ‘L’ Adoration des Bergers,’ ‘ L’Adoration 
des Mages,’ ‘ La Visitation,’ and ‘La Fuite en 
Egypte,’ all by M. Bouguereau, the ‘ Venetian 
Flower Girl’ of Mr. Fildes, and others. ‘Soir 
d’Hiver’ is the title of a large Goupilgravure, 
of which we have an artist’s proof, after a pic- 
ture by Mr. Smith-Hald. The scene is the coast 
near a harbour, the land partly covered with 
snow, the sea calm, a tall lighthouse crowned by 
its beacon, distinct as a focus of brilliant rays 
against a bank of black clouds, while, higher 
than these, the full moon reigns in a huge gap, 
revealing the firmament and shedding wan 
light upon land, water, buildings on the further 
shore, while snow lies on a pier where a boat 
is waiting and her passengers loiter on a bench. 
It is a telling and effective piece, which, though 
seeming rather hard at first, gains on the ob- 
server by its breadth, fidelity, and solemnity. 
As a Goupilgravure—i. ¢., asort of photogravure 
—it is quite satisfactory. 





FOREIGN PAINTINGS. 
3, New Square, Lincoln’s Inn, Dec. 9, 1889. 

In the appreciative notice of my book which 
appears in your issue of December 7th your 
reviewer questions the correctness of my opinion 
{at p. 90) that it is necessary for foreign paint- 
ings to be registered under the Fine-Art Copy- 
right Act, 1862. The arguments adduced against 
my position, which I had already weighed, do 
not convince me, but—though prepared to de- 
fend my conclusions when the proper time comes 
—TI cannot ask you to burden your columns with 





technical argument on highly intricate Acts of 
Parliament. WhatI do desire to point out is 
that, whichever view should ultimately prove to 
be the correct one, there is sufficient doubt on 
the point to render it advisable, in the mean 
time, for those who acquire foreign copyrights 
to comply with the requirements of the English 
Acts. 

It would not be a unique instance if it should 
prove that foreign artists have been put in a 
better position than their English brethren ; but 
it can hardly be adduced as an argument upon 
the construction of the statute, that the Legis- 
lature must be presumed to have intended to 
put them in a better position—as they certainly 
will be if they acquire an absolute copyright 
while the right enjoyed by British artists is 
limited by the condition that they can take no 
proceedings in respect of infringements which 
occur prior to the registration of their title.

*,* While giving Mr. Winslow’s opinion all 
the weight it deserves, we would point out that, 
if his construction of the law is correct, it would 
seem to be in direct conflict with Articles 2 and 
11 of the Berne Convention, which convention 
it was the principal object of the Act of 1886, as 
appears from its recitals, to carry into effect. If 
that object has not in fact been accomplished, 
serious questions will arise as to our position 
under the convention, and our right to enjoy its 
benefits. The point is, at all events, one which 
should be solved as soon as possible. 








Line-Art Gossiy, 


Tue Tudor Exhibition, the success of which 
seems to be assured by its numerous attractions, 
will be opened to the public at the New Gal- 
lery on Wednesday, January Ist next. The 
private view is appointed for Tuesday, Decem- 
ber 31st. Including portraits and historical 
illustrations, more than five hundred paintings 
have been selected. Among them are likenesses 
of Henry VII. ; his Queen; Prince Arthur ; 
Margaret (born Beaufort), Countess of Rich- 
mond; Sir John More; “Jockey,” the first 
Duke of Norfolk; Sir H. Wyat and his cat ; 
Henry VIII. ; Queens Anne Boleyn, Jane Sey- 
mour, Anne of Cleves, Katherine Howard, and 
Katherine Parr ; John Russell, Earl of Bedford ; 
Charles Brandon, Duke of Suffolk; Edward 
Stafford, Duke of Buckingham ; Thomas Crom- 
well, Earl of Essex; Sir Thomas More (the 
Holbein belonging to Mr. Huth) ; Sir T. More’s 
family (Lord Petre’s); the second and third 
Dukes of Norfolk ; Thomas, first Lord Derby ; 
Henry Howard, Earl of Surrey ; Cardinal Wol- 
sey ; Erasmus; Holbein; Holbein’s wife; the 
Countess of Salisbury ; Edward VI. ; the Pro- 
tector Somerset; Grey, Duke of Suffolk; 
William Parr, Marquis of Northampton; 
Sir John Cheke ; Queen Mary I.; Philip II. ; 
Lady Jane Grey ; Cardinal Pole; Cranmer ; F. 
Brandon, Duke of Suffolk ; Queen Elizabeth ; 
Burleigh ; Walsingham; Bacon; Leicester ; 
Devereux, Earl of Essex ; Robert Cecil ; Sir P. 
Sidney ; Sir H. Sidney ; Raleigh ; Countess of 
Pembroke; Charles, Earl of Nottingham ; R. 
Sidney, Earl of Leicester ; Henry, third Earl of 
Southampton ; Sir M. Frobisher ; Sir F. Drake ; 
Sir T. Gresham; Sir C. Hatton; Shakspeare 
(three portraits); Ben Jonson; Beaumont; 
Fletcher ; Camden; and Edmund Spenser. The 
collection of armour promises to be considerable ; 
it includes twenty-nine complete suits, besides 
weapons, such as swords, guns, &c., from the 
gatherings of the Lords Pembroke, De Lisle 
and Dudley, and Hothfield, the Baron de 
Cosson, Mr. S. Lucas, and Mr. Brett. Books and 
manuscripts have been procured from the libraries 
of Earl Spencer and Mr. Huth,and from Loseley. 
Some coins and medals are contributed by Mr. 
W. H. Montagu. Among the personal relics 
which will attract the attention of many lovers 
of antiquity are Queen Elizabeth’s stockings from 





Hatfield; the baby-linen marked by her for 
Queen Mary when she was supposed to be 
pregnant, from Ashbridge ; Henry VIII.’s hat 
and Anne Boleyn’s slippers, which are always 
mentioned in title deeds of a property held 
by Major Ames; relics of Katherine Parr, 
belonging to Mrs. Dent of Sudeley; and Wolsey’s 
hat, lent by Mrs. Logie. There are likewise 
some fine pieces of plate and stained glass. We 
hear of fifty drawings by Holbein from Windsor, 
and miniatures by Holbein and N. Hilliard. The 
principal painters supposed to be represented by 
pictures are Mabuse, Holbein, L. de Heere, L. 
Cornelisz, Sir A. More, John Ketel, Corvus, C, 
Jonson, M. Gheeraedts, Zucchero, and Pourbus, 
The contributors are, with others too numerous 
for mention, Her Majesty (from Windsor, 
Hampton Court, and St. James’s Palaces), and 
the Dukes of Devonshire, Leinster, Leeds, Man- 
chester, Norfolk, Northumberland, Portland, 
Rutland, Sutherland, and Westminster. The 
Dowager Duchess of Buccleuch has lent some 
fine things ; likewise the Marquises of Bristol, 
Exeter, Hartington, Hertford,and Salisbury, and 
the Earls of Ashburnham, Carlisle, Clarendon, 
Crawford, Denbigh, Derby, Essex, Galway, 
Pembroke, Warwick, Winchelsea, and Yar- 
borough. Earls Beauchamp, Brownlow, Spencer, 
and Stanhope have been liberal ; likewise Vis- 
count Powerscourt, and Lords Arundel of War- 
dour, Braye, Castletown, De Lisle and Dudley, 
Hothfield, Kenyon, Midleton, Petre, and Wind- 
sor. To these should be added the Baroness 
Burdett-Coutts, and Sir H. Bedingfield, Sir C. 
Dilke, Sir 8S. Fane, Sir J. Goldsmid, Sir J. E. 
Millais, and Sir J. C. Robinson ; Messrs. G. P. 
Boyce, C. Butler, Wingfield Digby, J. Evans, 
A. W. Franks, W. H. Hunt, H. Irving, Spencer 
Lucy, H. Montagu, More Molyneux, E. 8.Shirley, 
T. L. Thurlow, and F. Thynne ; the colleges of 
Oxford, Cambridge, Westminster, and Stony- 
hurst ; and several City companies, including 
the Barber-Surgeons, Mercers, and Goldsmiths. 
All these contributions, and a great many more, 
will probably be placed as follows: Those be- 
longing to the periods of Henry VII. and 
Henry VIII. in the West Gallery ; those of 
Edward VI.’s and Queen Mary’s time in the 
small South Gallery ; those of Queen Elizabeth’s 
reign in the North Gallery ; the armour in the 
Central Hall ; the plate, relics, and other small 
articles in the three galleries; and the books 
and engravings in the Balcony. 

THE promoters of the New Gallery intend to 
organize for their exhibition of 1891 and later, 
collections of works of art and relics pertaining 
to the reigns of William and Mary, Queen 
Anne, the four Georges and succeeding monarchs. 

Tue Building News has lately given a fac- 
simile, on about a half scale, of Lord Grimthorpe’s 
sketch of his original design, since carried out 
with some variations, for the west front of St. 
Alban’s Abbey, 1879. It is an interesting 
sketch, but by no means beautiful. With this 
is given his lordship’s design for the so-called 
Beckett crucifix, which shows his notion of how 
to fill the space above the altar in the centre of 
the ancient reredos. Nobody possessing any 
sense of architectural propriety could propose 
to insert on the main limb of the cross three 
niches, one over the other, probably for statues, 
and in a line with each other on the arms of the 
cross, from left to right, carvings of a cardinal’s 
hat, an imperial crown, two Tudor roses, a royal 
crown, and a shield of arms !

A toaNn exhibition of works of art is to be 
held in the gallery of the Camden School of Art, 
in St. Bartholomew Road, N., for the benefit of 
the building fund of the Great Northern Central 
Hospital. It will consist of pictures by Sir F. 
Leighton, Sir J. Millais, Mr. Alma Tadema, and 
other well-known artists. There will also bea 
large collection of water colours, and a few old 
masters. 


In the January number of Longman’s Maga- 
zine will appear the first instalment of a novel 
by Mr. Val. Prinsep, called ‘ Virginie,’ which will 
probably run through the greater part of next 
year’s issue of the serial.

Tue niches in the south side of the Louvre 
and Tuileries, facing the Rue de Rivoli, from 
the Pavillon de Rohan to the Rue des Tuileries, 
forty-six in number, are to be filled with statues 
of celebrities of France, including those of 
Jeanne d’Arc, Mesdames de Sévigné and de 
Staé], and Carnot, Bouchardon, Kléber, Hoche, 
Desaix, Ney, Soult, &. 

THE municipality of Versailles has decided to 
erect there a statue of Houdon, who was born 
in that town on March 20th, 1741. For this 
purpose 10,000 francs has been appropriated, 
and a committee nominated to procure further 
subscriptions. The model of the statue has 
been executed by M. Tony Noél; the pedestal 
is the work of M. Favier, architect. 

Tuer Chateau de Beauraing, in Belgium, famous

Sr. JaMes’s HALL.—Sir Charles Halle’s Concerts. 

Savoy THEATRE.—‘ The Gondoliers,’ a Comic Opera in 
fa Acts. Written by W.S. Gilbert, composed by Arthur 

ullivan. 


An excellent programme was offered by 
Sir Charles Halle at the second of his 
orchestral concerts on Friday last week. The 
first item was Gade’s Overture to ‘Hamlet,’ 
a work that was first performed at the 
Crystal Palace concerts so far back as 1863, 
though it has not been heard there nor, so 
far as we are aware, elsewhere for the last 
sixteen years. The Danish composer has 
written a quantity of charming music, but 
his style is light and delicate rather than 
profound, and he is scarcely equal to the 
task of illustrating ‘Hamlet.’ His overture 
consists of an introduction and allegro in 
c minor, an additional theme in the manner 
of a funeral march being introduced as a 
coda. This is the most impressive portion 
of the work, which in a general sense is 
effective, if not striking. Of the selections 
from Schubert’s ‘Rosamunde’ music and 
the two movements from Handel’s Concerto 
Grosso in B minor nothing need be said; 
nor is it necessary to dwell upon Sir Charles 
Halle’s rendering of Beethoven’s Concerto 
in a, No. 4, in which, as usual, he introduced 
in the first movement the second of Bee- 
thoven’s own cadenzas. The remaining 
item in the programme was Dvordk’s Sym- 
phony in Fr, No. 3, a work that deserves to 
be more frequently heard. It was first per- 
formed in England at the Crystal Palace on 
April 7th last year (Athen. No. 3155). The 
opus number, 76, is misleading, as the work 
was composed as long ago as 1875, and 
bears certain traces of immaturity, though 
the stamp of genius is impressed upon every 
movement. The construction of the first and 
second sections is not quite satisfactory, but 
the subjects are strikingly original and cha- 
racteristic of the Bohemian composer. The 
slightly Schubertian allegro scherzando and 
the energetic finale are wholly effective, and 
as the performance was exceedingly fine the 
symphony formed an excellent climax to 
the concert. The third concert will take 
place on January 24th, when the instru- 
mental movements from Berlioz’s ‘Romeo 
and Juliet’ Symphony will be performed. 

There is every reason to believe that the 
tenth of the Gilbert and Sullivan operas 
will be one of the most successful of the 
series, and should it so prove there will be 
no reason for dissatisfaction on the part of 
musicians. True the entire work—libretto 
and music—is of a lighter texture than ‘ The 
Yeomen of the Guard,’ but it is not in any 
sense less artistic. In the former book it 
seemed as if Mr. Gilbert desired to abandon 
the domain of what has been called “ topsy- 
turveydom,” and to feel his way carefully 
towards a more serious form of art. But the 
compromise was not so satisfactory as could 
have been desired. A sense of incongruity 
was felt, and the beautiful music written 
by Sir Arthur Sullivan alone saved the 
opera from failure. Two courses were, 
therefore, open to Mr. Gilbert, either to 
proceed further on the new path or to re- 
trace his steps. He has adopted the latter, 
and he should not be too easily condemned, 


has ever been more or less faulty. The 
book of ‘The Gondoliers; or, the King of 
Barataria,’ is wholly extravagant, and if 
scarcely equal to that of ‘The Mikado,’ is 
full of the author’s characteristic conceits. 
The burlesque of medieval manners in 
Venice and in Spain, united with the satire 
of political and social ideas of the present 
day, shows the skill of the artistic carica- 
turist; and as the Gilbert and Sullivan 
operas are now finding their way to distant 
parts of the world, it is an advantage that 
the humour of the latest example may be 
as readily appreciated by German and Ame- 
rican audiences as by the frequenters of the 
Savoy Theatre. Perhaps the most striking 
feature of Sir Arthur Sullivan’s music is its 
exceeding freshness. The only reminiscences 
that we could detect were one of a popular 
ballad by Molloy in the first act, and another 
of the quintet in the second act of ‘Carmen,’ 
near the close of the work. The music is 
nearly all in quick time, and many of the 
themes are singularly engaging. A French 
journal speaking recently of Sir Arthur 
Sullivan described him as the English 
Offenbach. This is a sorry compliment ; 
and if a comparison is necessary we should 
suggest Auber rather than the composer of 
‘Orphée aux Enfers.’ But, as a matter 
of fact, Sir Arthur Sullivan’s style is pecu- 
liarly his own. Evenin his lightest moments 
there is a certain grace and delicacy in his 
themes and their treatment which charm 
the ear of the educated musician, and his 
orchestration is full of the daintiest devices, 
simple, it may be, but such as only occur 
to composers of genius, who know how to 
gain original effects with slight materials. 
There is no need to describe the score of 
‘The Gondoliers’ in detail, but we must 
mention one number, the quartet “In a 
contemplative fashion,’”’ in which the theme 
is used as a sort of canto fermo by the 
orchestra while the voices are engaged in 
florid counterpoint, designed to produce the 
effect of agitation and discord, and yet per- 
fectly harmonious. To sum up, a work so 
highly finished as the score of ‘The Gon- 
doliers’ has a higher art value than many 
a pretentious oratorio or symphony. As 
usual at the Savoy Theatre, the performance 
is characterized by rare excellence of en- 
semble. It would be unfair to give prefer- 
ence to any of the leading performers. Miss 
Ulmar, Miss Jessie Bond, Miss Decima 
Moore (a new-comer of much promise), 
Miss Brandram, Mr. Frank Wyatt, Mr. 
Courtice Pounds, Mr. R. Barrington, and 
Mr. Denny are all equal to their respective 
duties, and the orchestra and chorus are 
of first-rate quality.

cello Sonata in D minor was repeated, and 
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Brahms’s ‘Gipsy Songs’ were given for the 
thirdtime this season. The programme likewise 
included Beethoven’s Quartet in Fr, Op.

40, 
for violin. 

On Monday the instrumental works were 
Beethoven’s Quartet in F, Op. 59, No. 1; his 
Sonata in a flat, Op. 110, of which Madame 
Haas gave a careful and, on the whole, a com- 
mendable rendering; Boccherini’s Violoncello 
Sonata in A; and Mendelssohn's fragments of a 
quartet. Mr. Plunket Greene won mtch applause 
in songs by Brahms and Parry. 

Mozart’s Symphony in p, No. 1; Schubert’s 
Italian Overture in c; Massenet’s suite, No. 5, 
*Scénes Napolitaines’; and Max Bruch’s Violin 
Concerto in G minor, played by Herr Willy 
Hess, were the principal items in Sir Charles 
Halle’s Manchester concert on Thursday. 

THE vocal and pianoforte recitals of Mr. Max 
Heinrich and Herr Schonberger at the Steinway 
Hall are worthy of the support they are re- 
ceiving. The programme of Thursday last week 
was devoted to Schumann, the programme in- 
cluding thirteen of the Lieder, the Sonata in c 
minor, Op. 22, and the Carnavale. Perform- 
ances of this nature are instructive, and deserve 
encouragement. 


Miss Emma Barnett gave a pianoforte recital 
in St. James’s Hall on Tuesday afternoon, her 
programme containing Schumann’s Fantasia in 
c, Op. 17; pieces by Chopin, Brahms, Henselt, 
and Raff; and a Sonata in £ minor, Op. 45, by 
Mr. J. F. Barnett, for the first time. The new 
work is fluently written, and is generally Mendels- 
sohnian in character. Of the three movements 
the finale, a saltarello with an intermezzo, is, on 
the whole, the most effective. 

A HIGH degree of merit was displayed in the 
performances of the Stock Exchange Amateur 
Orchestral Society at the first concert this season, 
in St. James’s Hall on Tuesday night. If Men- 
delssohn’s ‘Italian’ Symphony proved slightly too 
arduous a work for amateur players, Massenet’s 
suite ‘Scenes Alsaciennes,’ and Ambroise 
Thomas’s Overture to ‘ Raymond’ were rendered 
in a manner that left very little to desire. Mr. 
George Kitchin is an excellent conductor, and 
makes the most of the material at his disposal. 
The male voice choir attached to the society was 
also very commendable in some glees and part- 
songs. Miss Fillunger sang Beethoven’s “ Ah ! 
perfido,” and Lieder by Schubert and Schumann 
with much effect. 


Tue Kensington Symphony Society, under 
the direction of Mr. Robert Jefford, announces 
two concerts, to be given in February and May 
next. 

Tue usual Christmas orchestral concert of the 
Royal Academy of Music took place at St. 
James’s Hall on Wednesday evening. A good 
performance was given of Haydn’s Symphony in 
B flat, No. 9 of the Salomon set. The only 
example of student’s work in composition was 
a ‘Christmas Carol,’ for soli and chorus, by Miss 
Toulmin, pupil of Mr. F. Corder. This shows 
decided promise, and we can also commend the 
piano playing of Miss Amy Horrocks and the 
vocalization of Miss Minnie Kirton. 


ConcERTS were unusually numerous this week, 
and we can only record in the fewest words the 
last performance of the Musical Guild on Tues- 
day, the second of Mr. and Mrs. Henschel’s 
recitals on Wednesday afternoon, and Mrs. 
Ralph’s chamber concert on the same evening. 


Tue Czar of Russia has granted Anton Rubin- 
stein a pension of 3,000 roubles, and the great 
virtuoso has also been named an honorary citizen 
of St. Petersburg, and Doctor of the University 
in that city. 


Sir Artuur Suiiivan’s comic opera ‘ The 
Mikado’ has been produced with great success 
at the Hoftheater in Stuttgart. 


A PERFORMANCE was recently given in Dresden

Mr. Tootn’s reappearance at his own theatre 
is fixed for Christmas Eve. During his farewell 
performances ‘The Bungalow’ will be given at 
afternoon representations, and upon his de- 
parture for Australia, Mr. Horner will resume 
his tenure of the house. A series of festivities 
to Mr. Toole will serve to speed the popular 
comedian on his way to the antipodes. 


Mr. Conway has been specially engaged at 
the Vaudeville for Lovelace in the forthcoming 
production of ‘ Clarissa,’ and is returning from 
New York for the purpose of playing a réle that 
should offer exceptional opportunities. 


Recent attempts at melodrama have not been 
too successful. Mr. Turner’s venture at the 
Novelty with ‘The Spy’ has been speedily 
abandoned, and ‘The Gold Craze’ is to be 
withdrawn from the Princess’s in favour of 
‘Master and Man,’ a drama of Messrs. Sims and 
Pettitt, which, besides having been given at 
the Grand, has been played in various country 
towns.

She has a 
right to complain of the destiny in the shape of 
a dramatist that sends her to consort with fat 
ladies and living skeletons in a booth, and to 
tame lions who are unseen, but who roar behind 
the scenes, until the audience is disposed to say 
with Duke Theseus, ‘‘ Let him roar again.” Miss 








Litta danced a little and made a little attempt to 
sing, which was wisely abandoned. Mr. Grahame 
Mr. Maclean, and other actors took part with 
all possible seriousness in a performance that was 
too comically inept to be wholly unamusing. 

A sHoRT career has been that of ‘ Madcap 
Midge,’ mentioned above, since on Monday, 
in consequence of the illness of Miss Litta, 
it was withdrawn, to be no more heard of. 

Mr. ALEXANDER cannot quit the Adelphi 
until the return in March of Mr. Terriss, The 
Avenue will accordingly open under his direction 
with a farcical comedy, adapted from the French 
of M. Carré by Mr. Hamilton Aidé, entitled 
‘Dr. Bill,’ in which the company will act without 
its manager. 

Miss Kare Rorke has been engaged by Mr, 
Benson for Helena in the revival at the Globe 
of ‘A Midsummer Night’s Dream.’ This selec. 
tion must render difficult the task of finding a 
Hermia. 

Mrs. PFreirrer is at work upon a drama in 
three acts, written expressly forgthe stage, and, 
as we understand, to be produced to the 
managers and the public at an afternoon 
performance at the Prince of Wales’s Theatre in 
February next. 

‘To THE Rescus,’ by Dora V. Greet—a 
piece once, we believe, seen at an afternoon 
representation—has been produced as a lever de 
rideau at the Strand. It practically consists of 
one scene of love - making, in which a sailor, 
pleading with self-denying zeal to the girl he 
loves the cause of another, is misunderstood, and 
accepted as though he spoke on his own behalf. 
Miss F. Harrington, Mrs. E. Phelps, and Mr, 
R. S. Boleyn gave the trifle a competent inter- 
pretation. 

A BURLESQUE of ‘La Tosca,’ by Mr. F. C. 
Burnand, is to be the next novelty at the 
Royalty. Miss Margaret Ayrtoun, whose pre- 
vious caricature of Mrs. Bernard Beere is well 
remembered, will play the heroine, and Mr. 
Arthur Roberts will, it is supposed, be Scarpia. 

Mrs. Kenpat’s ‘Dramatic Opinions,’ contri- 
buted to Murray's Magazine, are concluded in 
this month’s number.
